Fifth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen for the purpose 
of providing quarters for the Selective Service Boards established in the 
town under the Selective Service System. | 


Sixth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
thirty-one thousand dollars ($31,000) to be expended by the School 
Committee for sprinklers and connections to the town fire alarm system for 
those portions of the High School building constructed in 1922 and 1932 
respectively.

Fifteenth Article, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of thirty- 
three thousand dollars ($33,000) to be expended by the Park Commissioners 
with the approval of the Recreation Commission for the grading and surfac- 

ing of a portion of the Eliot Street playground for tennis courts, skating and 
other recreational purposes. 


Sixteenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of 
money to be expended with the approval of the Selectmen for the cele- 
bration in such manner as they may deem advisable of the return of men 
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and women who served in or were affiliated or associated with any branch 
of the armed forces of the United States in World War II. 


Seventeenth Article, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum 
of money to be expended by the Building Commission with the approval of 
the Selectmen for the employment of architects and engineers, the drafting 
of plans and specifications and for other expenses incidental to or connected 
with the proposed construction of new town buildings. 


Eighteenth Article, To see if the town will appropriate the sum of four 
thousand dollars ($4,000) to be used for the procuring of plans for a new 
Town Hall, such sum to be expended by the Building Commission with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen. 


Nineteenth Article, Tosee if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of seventy-five hundred dollars ($7,500) to be expended by the Selectmen 
for the purchase of a tract of land situated on the northerly side of Foster 
Street, designated on the 1945 Assessors’ Plan as Lot 24A in Block 167, and 
containing about 30,515 square feet, said land to be used for public parking. 


Twentieth Article, To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General Laws 
for use for public parking a lot of land situated on the southeasterly side of 
Babcock Street designated on the 1945 Assessors’ Plan as Lot 11 in Block 
47, believed to be owned by H. B. Barron.et al, Trustees, bounded and 
described substantially as follows: 


Northwesterly by Babcock Street; 

Northeasterly by land now or formerly of Natalie Lahger and Louis R. 
and George M. Duiven; 

Southeasterly by land now or formerly of said Louis R. and George M. 
Duiven, D. Stewart Smith and Bouve-Boston School of Physical 
Education; 


Southwesterly by land now or formerly of J. Douglas Whigham; 
containing about 21,800 square feet, and will raise and appropriate the sum 
of fourteen thousand dollars ($14,000) to pay for the same or to be used for 
the payment of land damages or other costs and expenses incidental to 
such purchase or taking, or will take any other action with respect thereto. 


Twenty-First Article, ‘To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen to 
purchase or take by eminent domain under Chapter 79 of the General Laws, 
for use of the Water Department, an easement in or the fee of a parcel of 
land on Seaver Street, Brookline, believed to be owned by Sylvia P. Weld, 
bounded as _ follows: 


Northerly by said Seaver Street; 

Westerly by land of Sylvia P. Weld; 
Southeasterly by land of the Town of Brookline; 
Easterly by land of the Longyear Foundation; 


containing approximately one hundred and fifty-nine (159) square feet, 
and will raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100) to 
pay for the same or to be used for the payment of land damages or other 
costs and expenses incidental to such purchase or taking, or will take any 
other action with respect thereto. 
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Twenty-Second Article, To authorize the Selectmen to exchange a 
parcel of land owned by the town, situated southwesterly from Hammond 
Pond Parkway, bounded and described substantially as follows: 


Westerly by other land of the Town of Brookline; 


Northerly, easterly and southerly by land of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts; 


containing about 51,375 square feet, and being a part of lots 19 and 20 in 
Block 418 as designated on the 1945 Assessors’ Plan, for a parcel of land 
owned by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, under the control of 
the Metropolitan District Commission, situated southwesterly from Ham- 
mond Pond Parkway, bounded and described substantially as follows:.

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Twenty-Fifth Article, To see if the town will accept the following bequest 
made under the fifteenth paragraph of the will of the late Stephen Glover 
Train: ‘ 

‘“‘All the rest and residue to the Town of Brookline as a fund for the 
purpose of establishing and maintaining a public general hospital in the 
town, the income from the same, until the establishment of such a 
hospital, to be used for the relief of sickness among the poor.” _ 


Twenty-Sixth Article, To see if the town will vote to accept Chapter 
723 of the Acts of 1945 authorizing the establishment and maintenance of a 
department for the purpose of furnishing information, advice and assistance 
to veterans of World War JI or other veterans.

the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the purpose of 
construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Thirty-Second Article, To accept and allow Cabot Street from Singletree 
Road easterly and westerly through land of Henry B. Cabot, et al, trustees, 
as laid out by the Selectmen under the provisions of law authorizing the 
assessment of betterments and reported to the town at this meeting and to 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the - 
purpose of construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or 
determined. | 
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Thirty-Third Article, Yo accept and allow Short Street from Beacon 
Street to Summit Avenue as laid out by the Selectmen under the pro- 
visions of law authorizing the assessment of betterments and reported to 
the town at this meeting and to authorize the Selectmen to take land 
therefor, and to make entry for the purpose of construction before all 
claims for damages are adjusted or determined. 


Thirty-Fourth Article, To accept and allow Cleveland Road from Eliot 
Street to Crafts Road as laid out by the Selectmen under the provisions of 
law authorizing the assessment of betterments and reported to the town 
at this meeting and to authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to 
make entry for the purpose of construction before all claims for damages are 
adjusted or determined. 


Thirty-Fifth Article, To accept and allow a right of way for a common 
sewer and surface water drain from Heath Street northerly through land of 
Henry B. Cabot and Powell M. Cabot, Trustees, to Cabot Street, as laid 
out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting and to 
authorize the Selectmen to take land therefor, and to make entry for the 
purpose of construction before all claims for damages are adjusted or 
determined.

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NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and 
the payment to it of one dollar ($1.00), the receipt whereof is 
hereby acknowledged, the Company agrees on behalf of itself, 
its successors and assigns to and with the Town of Brookline 
(hereinafter referred to as the Town) as follows: 


1. If and in the event that said area is rezoned as aforesaid 
(which however, the Town is not obligated and does not under- 
take to do), the Company will exercise its said option to the 
aforesaid tract and further agrees that in said event and while 
the Town allows said area to remain in said 3C district it will 
not use nor permit its tenants to use said area or any part 
thereof or any building thereon or to be erected thereon for 
any of the following purposes: a hotel, lodging or boarding 
house, fraternity house, dormitory, establishment for the care 
of sick, aged, crippled, of convalescent persons, railroad passen- 
ger station, farm, truck garden, commercial nursery or green- 
house. 


2. The Company further agrees that in the event said 
rezoning is effected, and so long as the Town allows said area 
to remain in said 3C District;

B. That horizontally divided family dwelling units will not exceed 25% 
of the total number of family units to be constructed in said area;

QUESTIONS 


QUESTION NO. 1 
LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Shall this measure, which by amendments of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), 
provides for payment by the Commonwealth of adequate pensions to 
deserving citizens sixty-five years of age or over in need of relief or support, 
who shall have resided in the Commonwealth not less than five years imme- 
diately preceding the date of application for such pension, and who shall 
have resided in the Commonwealth continuously for one year immediately 
preceding said date of application, which is further described as follows: 

The measure, by amendments of General Laws (Ter. Ed.), c. 6, provides 
for an old age pension commission of three persons, one to be a qualified 

hysician, another to be an attorney at law and a third to be a non-pro- 
essional person, who are to be appoifited and may be removed for cause 
by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Council, and are to 
serve under the Governor and Council. Not more than two members of 
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said Commission shall be members of the same political party. Original 
appoint ments of members shall be for one, two and three years respectively, 
and thereafter appointments are to be for three years. ‘Such members are 
to devote their whole time to the work of the Commission during business 
hours and be engaged in no other business, occupation or profession. One 
of their number is to be designated as chairman by the Governor and shall 
receive a salary of $6,000, and each other member $5,500 per year, with their 
necessary expenses. The commission is empowered to make and enforce 
rules and regulations as it may deem necessary in the performance of its 
duties and as may be approved by the Governor and Council. 


The measure strikes out chapter 118A of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), 
and inserts in its place a new chapter entitled ‘‘Adequate pensions for 


certain aged citizens.’’ 


It is provided that pensions hereunder shall be paid from the date of 
application therefor, but in no event before the applicant reaches the age of 
sixty-five. The Commission shall render a decision in not less than thirty 
days from the date of application for a pension or a request for an increase 
of the amount thereof. Such pension shall, wherever practicable, be paid to 
the aged person in his own home or in lodgings or in a boarding houe, 
which for the purposes hereof shall include any institution providing shelter, 
care and treatment for aged persons which is not supported in whole or in 
part by public funds; provided, that no inmate of such a boarding home or 
institution shall be eligible for a pension under this chapter while being cared 
for under a contract. Such pension shall be paid by check or in cash which 
shall be delivered to the pensioner at his residence, if he so requests, and 
shall be paid semi-monthly unless the pensioner prefers less frequent pay- 
ments. Such pension shall be on the basis of need and the amount thereof 
shall be determined in accordance with budgetary standards established by 
the Commission. Budgetary standards shall be such as to enable an 
individual pensioner to'maintain a standard of living compatible with 
decency and health. Such pensions, except as hereinafter provided, shall 
be at the rate of not less than $48.00 monthly. The pensioner’s budget at 
such times as may be required shall include medical care, if recommended 
by a recognized physician, eye-glasses, if recommended by a recognized 
optician, dental care and false teeth, if recommended by a recognized 
dentist. 

‘In computing the pensioner’s payment under this chapter, the Commis- 
sion shall deduct from the pensioner’s budget or the minimum payment, 
which ever is greater, the amount of income the person paid or to be paid a 
pension hereunder may be receiving from any source, and may deduct 
therefrom such reasonable amount as may be deemed to represent the finan- 
cial value of board, lodging or other assistance which is being furnished to 
such persons from any source. 


Upon the death of a person drawing a pension, whose funeral cost does 
not exceed the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars and in whose estate 
there are insufficient assets to cover the full cost of the funeral, the Com- 
mission shall pay to the funeral director the difference between the assets 
and the cost of the funeral, a sum not exceeding one hundred and twenty- 


five dollars. , 
Expenses for medical, hospital and other services rendered to a pensioner, 
which remain unpaid at the time of his death or commitment to an institu- 
tion as an insane person, shall be paid directly to the person rendering such 
services. * 
No pension under this chapter shall be discontinued nor shall the amount 


thereof be decreased until the expiration of fifteen days after notice has 
been given by the Commission to the pensioner. 


Provision is made by which a person receiving a pension may be absent 
from the Commonwealth on a visit without having such pension suspended. 
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It is provided that General Laws (Ter. Ed), c. 273, S20, which relates to 
the support of parents by children, shall not apply when parents are eligible 
to receive a pension. 

Provision is made that there shall be set up in the Commission a sub- 
division of appeals under the jurisdiction of a supervisor of appeals. Any 
person aggrieved by the failure of the Commission to pay an adequate 
pension under this chapter or by the failure of the Commission to approve 
or reject an application for a pension or a request for an increase in the 
amount thereof, within thirty days after receiving such application or 
request, shall have a right to a fair hearing, after due notice, upon appeal 
to the subeivision of appeals in the form and manner prescribed by the 
Commission; provided that such appeal is received by the subdivision of 
appeals within sixty days after official notice of the action taken by the 
Old Age Pension Commission has been received by the applicant or pen- 
sioner. The decision of the subdivision of appeals shall be final and bind- 
ing upon the Commission. 

The Commission or any interested person aggrieved by any decision in 
any proceeding before the subdivision of appeals may obtain judicial 
review of such decision by filing, within twenty days of the date of mailing 
of such decision, a petition for review thereof in the district court within 
the judicial district wherein the pensioner or the applicant for a pension 
lives. 

In any proceeding for review the findings of the subdivision of appeals 
as to facts shall be conclusive, such proceedings shall be heard in a summary 
manner and given precedence over all other civil cases. From the decision 
of a district court upon review an appeal may be taken to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 

The possession by an applicant for pension under this chapter of assets 
consisting of cash, active securities or inactive securities, or any combination 
of such assets, shall not disqualify him from receiving such pension; pro- 
vided, that the total of such assets, figuring the present cash value of such 
inactive securities at the sum determined by the Old Age Pension Com- 
mission, does not exceed the sum of $300. 

A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a pension because of the 
ownership of an equity in vacant land from which there is insufficient 
income to provide for his budgetary needs or minimum payments, or the 
ownership of an equity in real estate by an applicant who resides thereon 
or who, in the opinion of the Commission is residing elsewhere because of 
physical or mental incapacity, provided that if such equity on the basis of 
assessed valuation exceeds an average of $3,000 during the five years 
immediately preceding application for the pension, the applicant shall 
execute a bond in the penal sum for the amount of the equity in excess of 
$3,000 conditioned on repayment to the Commonwealth of all amounts 
paid as such pension without interest, such bond to be secured by a moit- 
gage on the applicant’s real estate. Provision is made for the recording of 
such bond and mortgage without a fee and the apportionment of the pro- 
ceeds realized from any of them between the Federal government and the 
Commonwealth. 


A person is not to be disqualified from receiving a pension by reason of 
the ownership of a policy of group insurance or of a policy of insurance in 
an amount not exceeding $1,000, or of a policy of insurance in an amount 
‘not exceeding $3,000, having a cash surrender value not in execss of $1,000, 
if such a policy has been in effect not less than fifteen years. 


No pension shall be granted to an applicant who at any time within 
five years immediately prior to the filing of an application for such pension 
has made an assignment or transfer of property so as to render himself 
eligible to such pension. No pension shall be subject to trustee, process 
or assignment, and no applicant for a pension, who knowingly makes any 

false statement or perpetrates any fraud or deception in relation to his 
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application, shall be granted any pension nor be eligible for one during one 
year thereafter. A person, his executor or adminsitrator shall be liable in 
contract to the Commonwealth for expenses incurred by it for a pension 
paid to such person under this chapter if such person or his estate is in 
possession of funds not otherwise exempted thereunder. 

If an application for a pension under this chapter is effected by the 
eligibility of the applicant to receive aid under General Laws (Ter. Ed.), 
c. 115, which relates to State and Military Aid and Soldiers’ Relief, the 
applicant shall be entitled to exercise such options and execute such waivers 
as may be necessary to receive the pension which he seeks. 

All cities and towns in the Commonwealth shall furnish suitable head- 
quarters for the carrying out of the duties of the commission in such cities 
and towns. 

The measure further provides that there shall be established and set up 
on the books of the Commonwealth a separate fund, to be known as the 
Old Age Pension Fund, consisting of receipts credited to said fund under 
General Laws (Ter. Ed.) c. 64B, G. L. (Ter. Ed.) c. 128A, S. 15, as amended, 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.), c. 138, S. 27, as amended, and all proceeds of taxes assessed 
under Acts of 1941, c. 729, SS. 9 and 9A. 

The Old Age Assistance Fund as in force immediately prior to the 
effective date of this act is hereby continued in existence, but shall here- 
after be entitled ‘‘The Old Age Pension Fund.” 
~ It is provided that all civil service employees in the Department of 
Public Welfare of the Commonwealth, including the supervisor, referees 
and employees of the subdivision of appeals in said department or of any 
city or town, employed in the administration of the Old Age Assistance 
Law on the effective date of this proposed measure, shall be transferred to 
the service of the Old Age Pension Commission, retaining their present 
civil service seniority retirement rights and any step increases from the 
Minimum pay of their grade earned during their service with said depart- 
ment or said bureaus. 

It is provided that all records and property used in the adminsitration of 
the Old Age Assistance Law and which are the property of the Common- 
wealth are to be transferred to the Old Age Pension Commission.

“Section 3. An Advisory Committee shall be appointed by the 
Moderator on or before the first day of May in each year as hereinafter 
provided.

The Committee 
shall hold its first meeting in each year not later than the fifteenth day of 
May, to be called by the Moderator, and shall hold such other meetings 
as it may deem advisable. It shall elect annually at its first meeting a 
Chairman from its own numbe!, and shall appoint annually a Secretary 
who is not one of its members, who shall hold office until another is 
appointed in his place. The duties of the Secretary shall be defined by 

- the committee and his salary shall be fixed by vote of the Town on the 
recommendation of the committee. Subcommittees and the chairmen 
thereof shall be appointed by the Chairman not later than the thirty- 
first day of May in each year.

At thirty-six minutes after seven o’clock the checkers 
reported that one hundred thirty-six (136) names of town 
meeting members had been checked, or more than one-half of 
all the town meeting members qualified, and the Town Clerk 
reported that a Quorum was present.

The committee 
shall hold its first. meeting in each year not later than the fifteenth 
day of May, to be called by the Moderator, and shall hold such other 
meetings as it may deem advisable. It shall elect annually at its first 
meeting a Chairman from its own number, and shall appoint annually a 
Secretary who is not one of its members, who shall hold office until 
another is appointed in his place. The duties of the Secretary shall be 
defined by the committee and his salary shall be fixed by vote of the 
Town on the recommendation of the committee. Subcommittees and 
the chairmen thereof shall be appointed by the Chairman not later than 
the thirty first day of May in each year. : 

Such committee shall consider the appropriations recommended by the 
Selectmen and other Town officers and committees and all the articles 
in the warrant for the annual town meeting and for any special town 
meeting and: shall report thereon in print at such town meetings. It 
may examine the books and records of any board, committee or officer of 
the town so far as permitted by law. Ail boards, committees and officers 
proposing to ask for appropriations at the annual town meeting shall 
submit to the committee at the same time that they submit to the Select- 
men, but in any event not later than December fifteenth in each year, 
their estimates for each appropriation to be asked for, with the reasons 
therefor.

— To see if the Town will make an additional appropri- 
ation of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) to be expended with the 
approval of the Selectmen and of the various boards and officers concerned 
for the payment of extra emergency compensation to officers and employees 
of the Town on account of the increased cost of living. 


On motion of William J. Hickey, Jr.: 


Voted, To raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000) to be expended with the approval 
of the Selectmen and of the various boards and heads of 
departments concerned, for the payment during the four 
months from and after December 1, 1946, or until otherwise

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1946. 


At the first meeting held following the town election, 
William J. Hickey, Jr., was chosen Chairman of the Board. 
By virtue of his office as Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, he became also Chairman of the Board of Health and 
Chairman of the Board of Public Welfare. 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 345 of the 
Acts of 1945, a Director of Public Health was appointed who 
under the provisions of the Act, assumed on May 1 all the 
powers and duties of the Board of Public Health. Accord- 
ingly, the Selectmen ceased to function as a Board of Health 
on that date. 


Mr. Edward Dane who had served as a Lieutenant in the 
U. S. Navy returned to the Board on January 14, 1946, 
thereby relieving Mr. Robert S. Weeks who had served as 
military substitute during Mr. Dane’s absence. 


Under date of April 15, 1946, Mr. Simon P. Townsend re- 
signed as Town Counsel. In accepting the resignation of Mr. 
Townsend, the Board expressed its appreciation of his out- 
standing services to the town during the past seven years 
throughout which period, he had given unstintingly of his 
- time and effort. 


His scholarly approach to the many and perplexing prob- 
lems, particularly during the war years, together with his 
loyalty to the members of the Board of Selectmen and the 
various town Officials will long be remembered. 


Under date of April 15, 1946, Mr. Daniel G. Rollins was 
appointed Town Counsel, filling the vacancy created by the 
resignation of Mr. Townsend. 


At a special election held on September 17, 1946, Mr. 
Reuben L. Lurie was elected to the Board, filling the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Mr. Rollins. 


Considerable attention has been focused upon the postwar 
building program, with particular reference to the proposed 
new incinerator, town office building and central municipal 
garage. It is quite possible, however, that the continued 
scarcity of materials and abnormal building cests will result 
in some delay in undertaking the complete postwar program.

The valuation of land in the town increased from $40,393,300 
in 1945 to $40,722,000 in 1946, the increase being $328,700. 
The valuation of buildings increased from $77,565,800 in 
1945 to $78,232,600 in 1946, the increase being $666,800. The 
total increase in real estate valuation was $995,500. The 
valuation of tangible personal property increased from $12,- 
458,300 in 1945 to $13,067,200 in 1946, the increase being 
$608,900. The total valuation of all property, real and per- 
sonal, in 1945 was $130,417,400 as compared with $132,021,800 
in 1946, an increase of $1,604,400. 


The number of taxable polls decreased from. 18,876 in 1945 
to 17,912 in 1946. The tax rate was fixed at $28.50 in 1946 
as compared with $26.00 in 1945. The net amount to be 
raised by taxation was $371,768.90 more than in 1945.

Under the Basis for computing the State Tax established 
by the Legislature in 1945, the town pays $23,790 of every 
million dollars to be raised. Brookline paid $256,966.92 on 
account of State and miscellaneous taxes in 1946, for which 
$245,215.42 was raised in the levy for 1946, which leaves a 
deficit of $11,751.50 to be added to the 1947 State Tax. 
There is also held in reserve the sum of $143,029.18 to meet 
the 1941 and 1942 deficit of the Boston Elevated which was 
raised but has not yet been assessed.

Annual Appropriations for 1947 


The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proprosed for new special appropriations are shown 
in the following tables. The amounts asked for general ex- 
penses of the public schools, public library, water supply, 
public parks and grounds, comprising headings F. G. J., and 
the first item of H. in Table II following, have been recom- 
mended by the different boards having those matters in charge 
and have not received the independent judgment of the 
Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of those boards 
for information as to these appropriations. All other amounts 
included in the table of regular appropriations are recom- 
mended by the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for 
general expenses, omitting the amounts for state, county and 
metropolitan taxes, but including payments of funded debt 
and ‘interest is $5,279,281.57. The total of the proposed 
special appropriations included in the Warrant for the annual 
town meeting is $1,021,718.74 which is to be raised by tax 
levy. 


The first figure compared with the figure of $4,775,873.50 
proposed in 1946 for these same purposes is an increase of 
$503,408.07 and the total for proposed special appropriations 
is an increase of $148,918.74 over the total of $872,800.00 in 
1946.

Suits Settled and Terminated 


Brochner v. Brookline. This action of tort, brought in the 
Norfolk Superior Court, to recover for .personal injuries 
alleged to have been sustained as the result of a fall on Green 
Street due to an alleged defect in the sidewalk, was settled 
upon payment of $300 to the plaintiff.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE 
HEALTH AND SAFETY CONDITIONS 
IN AND ABOUT BUILDINGS 


January 13, 1947. 
To the Board of Selectmen, | 


Gentlemen: — This Committee respectfully submits to your 
Board its third annual report, covering its activities during 
the year 1946. Forty-six meetings were held. 


The Committee which consists of the Fire Chief, Chief of 
Police, Building Commissioner, Town Engineer, Town 
Counsel and Director of Public Health, was under the chair- 
manship of Chief Selden R. Allen until June 7, 1946. On the 
retirement of Chief Allen, the Board designated Mr. Walter 
A. Devine as chairman, and Dr. Alfred L. Frechette as secre- 
tary to replace Mr. Devine. Chief Thomas F. J. Malloy re- 
placed Chief Allen as a member of the Committee and Mr. 
Daniel G. Rollins replaced Mr. Simon P. Townsend. 

The Committee has considered and made recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on all matters referred to it by the 
Board. It has inspected and made recommendations relative 
to lodging houses, convalescent homes, common victuallers, 
and other premises requiring licenses. It has conducted 
annual inspections of public buildings. It has investigated 
citizen complaints and reports of inspectors of the town de- 
partments represented on the Committee and when the con- 
ditions causing the complaints have affected more than one 
department the Committee has determined the corrective 
action necessary and has initiated and followed through such 
action. 


For the greater part of the year inspections for the Com- 
mittee were made by one inspector, Pvt. Thomas F. Roche, 
with assistance when essential from Mr. Muldowney of the 
Building Department and Mr. Fitzgerald of the Health De- 
partment. Beginning in October four full-time inspectors 
were available to the Committee for its investigations. These 
inspectors are Pvt. Thomas F. Roche (Fire Department), Mr. 
George F. Carlisle, Mr. Robert L. Morgan (Health Depart- 
ment), and Mr. Thomas Murray (Engineering Department). 
In addition the Committee has designated the following men 
as inspectors if their services should be necessary for any 
special investigations: Raymond F. Wagner, Thomas F. 
Larkin, G. Leroy Luce, Edmund Fitzgerald (Health Depart- 
ment), Francis W. Muldowney (Building Department). The 
authority of these inspectors in making investigations 
was strengthened and clarified by the action of the Board of 
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Selectmen in voting on December 2, 1946, to appoint as 
agents of the Board, the members of the Committee to In- 
vestigate Health and Safety in and about Buildings and all 
those who have been appointed inspectors by said Commit- 
tee, as appearing on said Committee’s records, with full 
power to act on behalf of the Board in making such investi- 
gations of lodging houses, tenement houses, hotels and other 
buildings, as may be necessary in the interests of health and 
safety. 

The Committee was limited in its activities by the per- 
sonnel available to it. Additional men would not only ex- 
pedite the work of the Committee but would enable the 
Committee to expand its activities to encompass other types 
of inspection not now being done. 

As in previous years action of the Committee was confined 
to complaints and matters referred to it by other agencies. 
Desiring to establish a standard inspection system and to 
obtain more complete information relative to housing condi- 
tions in the town the Committee investigated the Housing 
Appraisal Method of the American Public Health Association 
and after a study of this system recommended to the Board 
of Selectmen that an appropriation of $1,250 be made from 
the Contingency Fund for necessary expenses in obtaining 
consultant services and in setting up the program. This re- 
quest was granted and Emil A. Tiboni, Field Secretary of 
the Committee on the Hygiene of Housing of the American 
Public Health Association, came to Brookline in October, 
1946, and assisted in initiating the new program. After sev- 
eral weeks of intensive training of the inspectors the APHA 
method was applied to the inspection of lodging houses for 
the annual license renewal. [Early in 1947 a building to 
building survey will be started in the Brookline Village area 
of the town. In addition to the APHA appraisal forms a 
supplementary local items form will be used to adapt the 
survey to Brookline needs. 

The Committee received in December, 1946, a request from 
the Board of Selectmen for a study and recommendations 
relative to more stringent requirements for lodging houses 
and convalescent homes. This study was underway at the 
end of the year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BROOKLINE PLANNING 
BOARD 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1946 


B oylston Street 


The work of planning Boylston Street as a link in the 

heavily traveled Worcester Turnpike has been before the 
Planning Board during the entire year. Last year we re- 
ported that plans had been completed for a 160-foot road 
from the Boston line to Reservoir Road. At the request of 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Works this plan has 
been modified and now shows a widening to an average width 
of 170 feet, and an extension to the Newton Line. - There 
was some objection from persons planning a high grade store 
development on the north side of the street, between Dunster 
Road and the Newton Line, and we went as far as seemed 
wise in meeting their objections. 
. The present plan calls for two central lanes 36 feet wide, 
with a median strip, which are depressed at most of the street 
crossings so as to allow bridges for cross-traffic but overpass- 
ing Cypress Street where the grade makes this method prefer- 
able. Outside the express lanes are two local traffic roads at 
grade, each 30 feet wide with sidewalks, and in most parts, 
treelawns. Cutovers are planned so that cars may cross 
from express to local lanes where necessary. Both State and 
National Standards have been followed so that the necessary 
financial aid may be secured. The plan was tentatively ap- 
proved by the Selectmen in the fall and has been submitted 
to the State engineers for study. 


Hancock Village 

The plans for a housing development by the John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance Co., in the southern part of the town, 
first considered a year ago, were somewhat modified on ac- 
count of building restrictions, high costs and scarcity of ma- 
terial. They were considered by the Planning Board at sev- 
eral meetings this year and finally approved in August. Work 
was started at once and it is expected that some units will 
be ready for occupancy within a year. A petition for rezon- 
ing the area was approved by the Planning Board early in 
the year and was accepted at the Annual Town Meeting in 
March. 

This development will be of a type quite new in Massa- 
chusetts but one that will probably be followed in other loca- 
tions. The units will be duplex containing 3% to 5% rooms 
on two floors, and will be built in blocks, well separated and 
attractively landscaped. Only about 12% of the land will be 
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built on and there will be parking areas, garages and several 
utilities such as neighborhood laundries. 


It is a very desirable type of development for any munici- 
pality as-it gives high tax rates with minimum cost to the 
town for services. As all buildings will be leased and not 
sold, they will be maintained in the best possible manner as 
a permanent investment. 


Private Ways 


There are numerous private ways in town and as a rule 
they are not well maintained and are not always accessible 
to fire apparatus and town trucks. The Planning Board is 
making an effort to have at least one such road rebuilt every - 
year as a public way under the Betterment Plan. Short 
Street was done this year and we are suggesting that Webster 
Place be accepted and constructed next year. 


Through Traffic 


When Boylston Street is widened this, with Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Parkway, Beacon Street and Commonwealth 
Avenue, will provide satisfactory east and west traffic facili- 
ties through town. The north and south cross-traffic is, how- 
ever, a serious problem. Route 1 runs along the parkway to 
Longwood Avenue and then through narrow streets, Chapel 
and Carlton Streets, which are not and cannot be made suit- 
able for such traffic. We are endeavoring to have this traffic 
re-routed through Park Drive as soon as the traffic circle is 
built at Park Drive and Brookline Avenue. 


The next important cross-town route is by way of Cypress, 
School and St. Paul Streets. We believe that Cypress Street, 
between Tappan and Washington Streets, should be widened 
at once, and that later, School and St. Paul Streets should be 
widened to Commonwealth Avenue. 

Another important route is Lee and Eliot Streets to Cleve- 
land Circle. This route will be greatly improved by the pro- 
posed overpass at Boylston Street but the probability of hav- 
ing Eliot Street extended to Cleveland Circle is not very 
encouraging. 


Zoning 

The Board held a hearing early in the year on re-zoning 
the so-called Incinerator Lot north of Newton Street, and an 
article was inserted in the warrant for the Annual Meeting 
calling for zoning it asa Business District. This was defeated 
in the Town Meeting by a very close vote. A revised plan 
was developed by a special committee appointed for the pur- 
pose, which called for rezoning only about one-third of the 
lot. This was considered at a public hearing December 13, 
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and while a few residents of the neighborhood objected, the 
Board voted to approve the plan. There is a pressing need 
for a new town incinerator and it is hoped that this change 
in zone will be accepted at the Annual Town Meeting. 


A petition was received for rezoning a lot on the north- 


west corner of Washington and Cypress Streets, from resi- 
dential to store occupancy, to allow the construction of a 
high grade chain store with a large parking area. This in- 
volves a traffic problem and the petitioners have agreed to 
give the town a strip of land ten to twenty feet wide in order 
to effect the proper widening. The Board felt that this 
widening should extend to Tappan Street in order to take 
‘ care of the traffic that will result. The Board voted to ap- 
prove the change in zone with the understanding that Cypress 
Street be widened next year. 


Newton-Brookline Problems 

In May the Board held a joint meeting with the Newton 
Planning Board to discuss joint problems. These included 
exchange of land in cases where house lots were on the town 
line, possible enlargement of the Lowell Playground which 
adjoins the Newton line, and lowering of the culvert on Vine 
Street in Newton to afford better drainage for land in Brook- 
line. The latter problem has been solved by prompt action 
by the City of Newton in lowering the culvert. 


Parking 

The Planning Board is deeply concerned with the parking 
problem in town, which is constantly becoming more acute 
and which already causes much inconvenience to the citizens 
and serious business problems to the storekeepers in the con- 
gested districts. 


The Board has long felt that the best solution is off-street — 


free municipal parking areas such as are now being used in 
over 25 cities and towns, and has issued several reports on 
the subject. Last/spring articles were inserted in the Annual 
Town Warrant calling for the purchase of two vacant lots, one 
about two blocks north and the other about the same dis- 
tance, south of Coolidge Corner. These were voted down by 
the Advisory Committee on the ground that they were too 
far from the Corner. 


The Board believes that anyone who wishes to park for 
over an hour should be willing to walk two blocks. If the 
long-time parkers were taken off Beacon Street there should 
be enough room for the short-time shoppers. 


This fall we sent a circular letter to the storekeepers at 
Coolidge Corner, asking whether they approved of such park- 


a 
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ing lots. About fifty replied and all favored the plan, only 
one questioning the distance from the Corner. The Board, 
therefore, again recommends the purchase of these lots be- 
fore they become built upon. These are about the only 
vacant lots within a reasonable distance and as the Coolidge 
Corner district contains the most valuable business property 
in town it is essential that this be protected from deteriora- 
tion due to automobile congestion. 

A study of the use of parking meters in off-street parking 
lots is being made. 


Sewer Rentals 

This project, mentioned in last year’s report, was the sub- 
ject of a detailed report made by this Board in May, 1946, 
which can be summarized as follows: 

At present the cost of maintaining sewers is paid out of 
the General Fund with money received largely from real 
estate taxes. The cost of new sewers is generally covered by 
a bond issue and about one-third the cost is returned to the 
town in betterments. The State is now planning a new 
metropolitan sewer and treatment plant, the cost of which | 
will be assessed on the municipalities using it. It is estimated 
that Brookline’s yearly share will be from $200,000 to $250,000. 
for the 20-year period that the bonds cover, and approxi- 
mately half that amount in the following years. This would 
mean a decided increase in the tax rate, amounting to about 
$2.00 a thousand during the 20-year period. 

The sewer tax idea is growing rapidly, both in Massachu- 
setts and elsewhere, and the U. S. Municipal News reports 
that almost every month new towns and cities are taking it 
up. In Massachusetts, the cities and towns currently charg- 
ing sewer rentals are as follows: Taunton, Peabody, Woburn, 
Athol, Reading, Gloucester, Saugus, Marlborough, Wellesley, 
North Attleboro, Westfield, Brockton, Framingham, Milford, 
Amherst and Natick. 

The following quotation is taken from the Massachusetts 
Federation of Taxpayers Associations’ ‘Taxtalk’’ for De- 
cember, 1946: 


“The general authority for charging sewer rentals is 
contained in Section 16, Chapter 83, of the General Laws, 
which reads, “The Alderman of any city except Boston, 
or the sewer commissioners, selectmen or road commis- 
sioners of a town, may from time to time establish just 
and equitable annual charges for the use of common 
sewers, which shall be paid by every person who enters 
his particular sewer therein. The money so received may 
be applied to the payment of the cost of maintenance and 
repairs of such sewers or of any debt contracted for 
sewer purposes’.”’ 
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As an extreme example of the present uneven distribution 
of this tax in Brookline, we found that one laundry taxed for 
$29,500 is using $2,731 worth of water a year, while a large 
dwelling house taxed for $37,200 uses only $28 worth of water. 
The amount of water used gives a good idea of the value of 
the sewer to the occupant, as all water, except that used on 
lawns and gardens, goes through the sewer. This last item 
can be taken care of by an allowance based on a-separate 
meter or on the number of sill-cocks for outside hose. Also 
there are a number of buildings like schools.and churches that 
pay no real estate tax and therefore pay nothing for sewer 
costs. 


The towns using a sewer tax base it on the amount of 
water used, as shown by the meter readings and the figures 
used run from 35% to 100% of the water bill. This method 
entails practically no extra expense as the sewer tax is sent 
out with the water bill. 


The Planning Board recommends that such a sewer tax be 
assessed, based on 100% of the water rates, and believes that 
this will cover the present cost and most of the additional 
cost that will later be assessed by the State. 


Special Reports 


During the year the Board issued special reports of School 
Survey, Vacant Stores and Signs and Billboards. The latter 
report was issued in April, in which it was recommended 
among other things that new roof signs should be prohibited 
and that a limit be placed on the percentage of the area of a 
building’s street front that may be covered with advertising 
signs. These have been given to the Building Law Commit- 
tee for their consideration. 


New Developments 


The Cabot Estate development on Heath Street, approved 
a year ago, is now being carried out under the betterment 
plan, and the development of the Amy Lowell Estate on the 
corner of Heath and Warren Streets, has been completed as 
far as the roadway is concerned. 


An extension of Cleveland Road was approved and has 
been built. 


Other developments have been considered informal but 
no definite plans have been completed. 


Suggestions for new buildings, playgrounds and other 
projects are discussed in the Long Range Planning Report.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


January 8, 1947. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: —The Recreation Commission herewith pre- 
sents its fifth annual report for the year ending December 31, 
1946. 


During the year the resignation of William F. Foley was 
accepted with deep regret. He had served for thirty-two years 
on the Playground and Gymnasium and Bath House Com- 
mittees, acting as chairman of both for the last eleven years 
of their existence before they were both merged into the 
present Recreation Commission. This long and devoted 
service, often at great personal sacrifice, has been invaluable 
for recreation in Brookline and should be fully recognized by 
the town. 


The Advisory Council has continued its helpful advice and 
assistance in all our affairs, and our Planning Committee to 
which Mr. Hines of the Physical Education Department has 
been added has produced several more excellent plans for 
the approval of the Park and Recreation Commissions. 


During the year the old school building at the Eliot Play- 
ground has been reconditioned and improved and is in active 
use as a year-round recreation center. The grading and 
drainage of two large hard-surfaced areas at this playground 
has been done preparatory to laying the surface in the spring 
which will make available excellent facilities for year-round 
activities. At the March town meeting in 1947, we are ask- 
ing for funds to complete the football, baseball, and field 
hockey areas, so that by next year we will have in Brookline 
for the first time a completely equipped modern playfield. 


Overall plans have finally been agreed upon this year for 
the much needed improvements at Devotion School and also 
at Brookline Field. By including inside the fence a large 
area bordering on Highland Road, football practice can be 
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carried on without using the present gridiron, thus assuring 
a good surface for the days when games are played. New 
stands, two of which are removable, will accommodate many 
more spectators, and incidentally when removed will give a 
batting range for 340 feet to the baseball diamond.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE 
RECREATION COMMISSION 


December 31, 1946. 
To the Recreation Commission: 


The past year has been another successful one at the Gym- 
nasium and the Swimming Pool and large numbers of people 
have made use of the facilities throughout the entire year. 
The buildings are constantly open, with the exception of 
Sundays and holidays. 


The program for swimming has been so arranged as to 
provide convenient hours for those who wish to avail them- 
selves of the opportunities to receive swimming instruction. 
There are classes for beginners, intermediates, advanced 
swimmers, and life saving. 


The gymnasium schedule is so arranged as to offer class 
instruction for men, women, boys and girls under experienced 
instructors. The past year there has been a great following 
of such sports as basketball, volleyball, advanced apparatus 
and tumbling. For competition in these sports, the league 
tournaments have proven to be an even greater success this 
year as several additional teams have joined the various 
leagues. 


The playgrounds the past summer were operated from 
June 24th to August 31st, a period of ten weeks. Supervised 
play was conducted on the following grounds: Beacon, Boyl- 
ston, Brookline Avenue, Brookline Field, Clark, Coolidge, 
Cypress, Devotion, Eliot, Kent, Lawrence, Lowell, Parson, 
Pierce, and Margaret Robinson. The women’s and girls’ work 
under the supervision of Mrs. Gertrude Goulston proved a 
great success again this year with its varied program for all 
ages. Under the supervision of Mr. James J. Lynch, the men 
and boys in all phases of play and competition were held and 
was met with great success. 


The Twilight League this year composed of an eight-team 
league played their games three nights a week on four play- 
grounds, Cypress, Lowell, Brookline Avenue and Brookline 
Field, and afforded in addition to the exercise of those par- 
ticipating much pleasure and entertainment for large crowds 
of adults who attended the games. 


The Softball League composed of twelve teams played 
their games at Dean Road, Lowell, Eliot, Brookline Avenue 
and Cypress. 


During the afternoons and evenings of the fall and winter 
months, the three recreation centres at the Winthrop School 
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on Brookline Avenue, Eliot Centre on. Eliot Street, and 
Chestnut Hill Centre on Heath Street, provided for boys 
and girls, men and women a varied program consisting of 
games, handwork, dancing and other activities. The super- 
vised play conducted two evenings a week at the Lincoln and

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NINETIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
BROOKLINE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


For the first time in four years there has been a change in 
the membership of the Board. After twenty years of valuable 
service, Judge Harold P. Williams tendered his resignation as 
Trustee in June, 1946, because he had moved from Brookline. 
On July 1, 1946, Arthur B. Lamb, Irving Professor of Chem- 
istry at Harvard University, was elected at a joint conven- 
tion of the Selectmen and Library Trustees to fill the vacancy. 


The Trustees are grateful to the War Parents of America 
Chapter No. 23, for a ‘‘Memorial Presentation of 30 books on 
Contemporary History and American Democracy to com- 
memorate the valiant services rendered by our sons and 
daughters in the Armed Forces of our Country in World War 
II.” These books were carefully selected by the Librarian and 
marked with an appropriate book plate. It is the hope and 
expectation that this collection may be increased from time 
to time to include the latest books in these fields of study. 


The installation of the grade school libraries is progressing 
slowly. Rooms at the Devotion School (the largest of the 
grade schools) are being altered for library purposes and will 
be ready for occupancy in the immediate future. The books 
are on hand and this school library will then be fully equipped 
and administered by a full-time trained librarian. Probably 
the Lincoln School Library will be the next to be started and 
the books are ready waiting for adequate space to be prepared 
to receive them. When these two libraries are in operation, 
considering that the Pierce School students will use the Main 
Library which is adjacent to that school building, 4,000 of 
the 6,000 students in the Public School System will be pro- 
vided with excellent library facilities under the guidance of 
full-time trained librarians. 


In 1927, the town as recommended by the Trustees sold 
the house on Harvard Street near Coolidge Corner which was 
then used as a branch library and purchased the house and 
lot on Pleasant Street for the same purpose. ‘The Pleasant 
Street house was remodelled for library purposes and as a 
result of the entire transaction, $7,000 was returned to the 
Town Treasury. At that time the Trustees said in their 
annual report that they believed this expenditure would pro- 
vide adequate Library facilities for Coolidge Corner for 
twenty years and a suitable site for a new library for the 
future. The twenty years have passed; the Trustees still re- 
gard the location as good and the size of the lot adequate for 
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the future needs of a library at Coolidge Corner. The build- 
ing, however, is no longer suited to meet the greatly increased 
library demands of that section of the town. We mention 
this project now to keep it before the voters of the town and 
to let them know that the Trustees regard a new library at 
Coolidge Corner as urgent and that they are ready to make 
recommendation to the town for that purpose as soon as 
conditions are considered favorable for starting any new 
construction. 


The Trustees are well aware that the cost of operation of 
the Library is increasing and we are obliged to ask for a still 
larger budget for 1947 — $105,200. Nearly every item of ex- 
pense has increased during the past year due to conditions 
beyond our control. The salaries of the Staff are in line witha 
report on this subject made by the American Library Asso- 
ciation in October, 1946. The salaries of the other employees 
are in line with those paid for similar work in the other town 
departments. Books, equipment, furnishings, coal and build- 
ing maintenance are all costing more so that we have no 
choice except to pay more or drastically curtail the functions 
of the Library. We do not feel we have quite reached the 
latter predicament. Two dollars per capita is generally con- 
sidered a reasonable cost of operation for a Public Library 
and Brookline has not yet reached that figure.

NINETIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
PUBLIC LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE 


For the year ending December 31, 1946 


It is the privilege of the Librarian to express her apprecia- 
tion and that of the Staff to the Trustees of the Public Library 
for their counsel and understanding and to submit the Annual 
Report for the year 1946. Its close finds some goals set in 
1940 still unachieved because of the inability to get materials 
and qualified personnel. There is inefficiency because of lack 
of proper equipment and some professional positions are filled 
with substitutes. However, this statement is not to be inter- 
preted as discouraging or as an apology as the following report 
will show. 


Building Maintenance and Equipment 


First to be noted is the accomplishment of the Building 
Department in the long deferred maintenance of our buildings. 
The very inadequate lighting in the Coolidge Corner house 
was remodelled and fluorescent lights placed in the main read- 
ing room and children’s room. In the Main building electric 
wiring and switches have been repaired and the administra- 
tive offices have been painted. The roof and skylights have 
been repaired again and all outside trim including the iron 
grille work in the book stacks has been painted so that the 
outside of the building is now in sound condition. Plans are 
in progress to complete the remodelling and repair of this 
building in 1947. 

We have been able to buy some new equipment such as 
three new typewriters, unpainted kindergarten chairs for the 
Children’s Room at Coolidge Corner and at long last the steel 
shelves for our book stacks arrived. The books and magazines 
in the lower stack have now been shifted so that all bottom 
shelves are 6”’ from the floor thereby enabling us to control 
the termites in the book stacks. 


Technical Processes 


Inasmuch as our service is through books, it should be re- 
corded that 7,943 volumes were added to the book stock dur- 
ing the year, 657 pictures to the picture collection and 28 
music scores to the music collection. Exclusive of the total 
amount spent for salaries, hidden in this simple statement is 
the largest expenditure of the budget. Twenty thousand two 
hundred forty-five dollars was spent for the purchase of the 
books, periodicals and for binding. Included also is an in- 
estimable number of staff hours spent on processing books for

replacements and for the bindery, the full time of one library 
aide, many hours of part-time workers spent repairing books, 
the time of eight members of the staff for fifty-two mornings 
to examine and choose the volumes together with many addi- 
tional staff hours to read some of them before decisions can 
be made, the full time of one professional person to search 
the titles, prepare the orders and to check the bills after the 
books have been received, that of three professional members 
of the staff and two typists to catalogue them, the time of 
two library aides to prepare them for circulation — this 
process involves the typing of the book cards and pockets, 
marking for identification and for classification — and finally, 
it includes hours of time for distributing and shelving and the 
cost of express to branches, school libraries and stations. 

During the year 2,523 books were withdrawn; 62 maps 
were purchased and made available; 138 periodicals were 
bound and 2,041 books were rebound at a cost of $2,435.00. 
The new year begins with 188,613 books, 40,101 photographs 
and prints, 3,940 music scores, 255 current periodicals and 
15 newspapers available for use by Brookline citizens. 


Loan Department 


The report that follows from the head of this department 
to the Librarian gives a clear picture of the achievement of 
this department for the year: ‘‘It is always pleasing to report 
a gain in the actual number of books circulated, which is true 
for 1946, though no new distributing agencies were estab- 
lished. A substantial gain in the number circulated from the 
adult desk at the Main Library, and from children’s books 
circulated through the schools, combined with smaller gains 
from our Coolidge Corner Branch and the High School Li- 
brary, showed an increase of 14,592, but losses through our 
Washington Square Deposit Station, the Children’s Room at 
the Main Library, and a sharp drop in children’s books cir- 
culated from our Chestnut Hill Branch brought our net gain 
down to 7,275. The adult desk at the Main Library showed 
the greatest gain with a decided increase in reading of a seri- 
ous nature. There was a great demand for books in the fields 
of philosophy, economics, useful arts, and literature, while 
the usually popular biography and travel more nearly main- 
tained its figure of the previous year, nor was there a very 
large increase in fiction circulated. Of all adult books circu- 
lated throughout the Library system, more than half, or 
51.17 per cent, were non-fiction. This might be attributed 
largely to the fact that many returning service men and 
women in continuing their studies have had need for much of 
this material, and to the fact that many non-fiction books, 
popularly written, now appeal to many readers who once 
read only fiction. 
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‘‘An increase in citculation is also matched with an increase 
in the total number of registered borrowers, which in 1946 
reached a total of 14,063, a gain of 1,060, or over 8 per cent, 
above the figure at the end of 1945. However, in spite of this 
increase there are many potential users of the Library who 
never avail themselves of their privilege, as our registered bor- 
rowers represent only 28.24 per cent of the population. served. 
In considering our circulation in terms of our registered bor- 
rowers, an average of nearly 23 books was circulated to each 
person using the library, while our circulation figure for the 
year, if all the population had been library patrons, would 
have given each person over 6 books. 


‘Though this report deals chiefly with the number of books 
circulated, and borrowers registered, there are many other 
routines which come under the Circulation. Department. 
Daily routines to secure the return of overdue books, and to 
locate the particular book which a patron wishes reserved for 
him consume much time. Contacts between the branches 
and main library are under the supervision of this department, 
as are the collections of books maintained at Fire Stations 
and those sent to convalescent homes, where one finds the 
most appreciative users of the Library. It also handles inter- 
library loans through which our books are lent widely through- 
out the state, and secures from other libraries books especially 
needed and which this Library does not own. 


“The personal and very rewarding side of the department 
lies in the fact that each assistant at the circulation desk 
comes into direct contact with library patrons. To know 
something of the reading habits of frequent users, and to 
mention to them some new books which they may especially 
enjoy, is a pleasure which each circulation assistant can, and 
should, know. With a new year starting, new borrowers to 
serve, new books to recommend, and possibly an extension of 
library services, a great opportunity for an increased use of 
the Library is anticipated.” : 


Reference Department 


Judging from the reports of responsible staff members in 
this department, the most noticeable trend during the past 
year has been the steadily increasing use of library facilities 
by returning service men and women. From the Coolidge 
Corner Branch comes a comment: ‘‘As a result of scientific, 
specialized and highly skilled work done in the armed services 
a wider diffusion of job appeal has been created among Jewish 
G. I. college students.’’ The current trend among Jewish 
students is towards some branch of specialization such as 
engineering, chemistry and other technological opportunities. 
This same trend is repeated in the Main Library. The veter- 
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ans are seeking for vocational information of all kinds, prep- . 
aration for civil service examinations, how to start and run 
a business of one’s own, etc. The Library’s excellent collec- 
tion of pamphlets and government documents is most useful 
in supplying the desired information in these fields. 


Another trend is towards increased use by businessmen. 
Their most repeated: requests are for facts concerning the 
financial status of a corporation or statistics on the stock 
market trends. The business services and business directories 
of the Library are in constant demand. 


Significant new reading interests are reflected in the request 
for books on psychology and self-improvement and the de- 
mand for literature on general science and technology. The 
Reference Department is systematically checking the Library’s 
holdings in these fields. Obsolete material is being withdrawn 
and being replaced by new editions and new titles. 


One of the most interesting and perhaps least known serv- 
ices offered by the Reference Staff is the preparation of bib- 
liographies for individuals or groups on any desired subject. 
A small number of individuals and groups wanting reading 
guidance have availed themselves of this service. 


Art and Music Department 


At the end of its second year, the Art and Music Depart- 
ment shows a very favorable increase in the use of its facilities. 
Over 1,100 books on art and music and more than 2,500 pic- 
tures were circulated beyond the 1945 figure. A very slight 
gain of about 100 was noted in the number of music scores 
circulated. In addition to the books loaned a gratifying num- 
ber of reference questions were handled by this department. 
These up-trends are even more significant when it is realized 
that Gardner Hall is used almost wholly by adults who are 
doing voluntary reading rather than by students who have 
assigned readings. House plans and interior decoration are 
the most popular subjects with the allied crafts of furniture 
refinishing and decoration; tray painting and modern design 
closely following. 


New biographies of musicians are in greatest demand in the 
music field. 


In addition to the services rendered library patrons the 
staff of this department completed the renumbering of all the 
plates in the Folio Case; subject analytic cards with full cross 
index for 5,000 plates have been typed and filed in the pic- 
ture catalogue thus greatly increasing the use of the portfolio 
material. An index of individual works by composers in col- 
lections of music has been completed in manuscript. 

A “rule book’’ for procedures in Gardner Hall was com- 
pleted to help the staff members who ordinarily do not work 
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in art and music reference but who have to be called upon for 
lack of reference staff. 

It is regrettable that we have been unable to prepare and 
house the new record collection so that it is ready for circula- 
tion. Music was played in Gardner Hall during the Christ- 
mas season from 4:00 P.M. to 6:00 P.M. and was greatly en- 
joyed and served to increase the number of inquiries as to 
how soon the records would be made available to the public. 
Since further development of the original plan of this room 
awaits definite decision as to the services to be included in 
our new Coolidge Corner building, it is to be hoped this will 
not be long delayed. 


Children’s Department 


The following quotation from the report of the Children’s 
librarian at Coolidge Corner expresses the essence of the serv- 
ices to children: ‘“This year our Children’s Room has been an 
especially satisfying one due in great measure to the friendly 
exchange between the children and staff of ideas and opinions 
of books. It is a little disappointing to receive occasionally 
an averse opinion of a book which you expected to be favor- 
able. but the usefulness of such criticism in future book selec- 
tion is invaluable. I would very much like to see the opinion 
of boys and girls included in our selection of books.”’ 

All the Children’s librarians report that the interest in 
weekly story hours continues and is most gratifying. The 
average attendance at Coolidge Corner is about 50 children; 
in the Main Library, about 40. The picture book hour for 
preschool children inaugurated at Coolidge Corner last year 
has,proven a greater success than was anticipated. The 
twelve painted kindergarten chairs are often inadequate in 
number so that the children sit about on a newspaper-covered 
floor. The program for such a group includes Mother Goose 
rhymes, picture story books and songs. Care is taken to avoid 
a program that might be likened to a nursery school proce- 
dure. The librarian reports ‘‘young as these children are, 
they are eager to hear the story and then to select the book 
or books to take home on Mother’s library card.”’ 

Inasmuch as regular story hours are discontinued over the 
summer months, it was possible for the Children’s librarian 
at Coolidge Corner to arrange a program to tell stories for 
the Girl Scouts at their three-week day camp. The Chil- 
dren’s librarians also compiled a list of books which was used 
by the Girl Scouts at their day camp and was sent to the 
Boston Girl Scout Headquarters by request. A collection of 
books was kept on reserve for. use by the instructors and 
scouts for the duration of the day camp. It wasa strenuous 
program for our limited staff but it was most enthusiastically 
appreciated by the Girl Scout Organization. 
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The Children’s librarians from both Children’s rooms 
visited neighborhood schools including parochial schools and 
successfully encouraged classes to visit the Children’s rooms. 


Parents have sought and received advice on the selection 
of encyclopedias and books for home purchase and the Chil- 
dren’s librarian at the Main Library gave a book talk to fifty 
parents of the Brookline Hills Nursery School. 


As usual Book Week was celebrated in the Children’s rooms. 
In the Main Library a special exhibit of a modern home li- 
brary was featured which attracted the interest of many 
parents. Many interesting exhibits were to be seen in all 
Children’s rooms. The Treasure Chests the department had 
been working on were completed and a party given for the 
children at the time the three chests for France, Czechoslo- 
vakia, and the Philippines respectively were presented to the 
New England representative for the Treasure Chest Com- 
mittee. Mr. and Mrs. John Cronan told the stories to the 
delight of the children. This past month the State Depart- 
ment notified the children that one chest has been sent to 
St. Anthony’s Institute in Manila, a school for orphans and 
the poor. The children are now anxiously awaiting to hear 
directly from the school. 


This summer books were again circulated from playgrounds. 
A story teller was not available and only six playgrounds 
were visited with the result that circulation was not as large 
as last year. To offset this, however, more books were taken 
for the vacation period than have been circulated since 1941. 
It is interesting to note that in all the years this privilege has 
been extended to the children of Brookline, a book has never 
been lost. 


During the summer a great deal of time was given by the 
children’s librarians to teach Mrs. Myrtle E. Fuller of West- 
brook Main about children’s books and the routine for running 
a children’s room. 


In addition to their regular duties, minor projects too 
pe to mention have kept the children’s librarians busy 
indeed. 


While the circulation of books in the Children’s Room of 
the Main Library showed a loss of 2,014 this was offset by a 
gain at the Coolidge Corner Children’s Room of 1,849. The 
greatest loss in children’s circulation was 3,204 at the Chest- 
nut Hill Branch. This is probably due to the}loss of our 
children’s specialist at this branch where story}telling and 
visits at the Heath School kept them interested. 


i 
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Library Service to the Schools 


In the report of the High School Librarian it is to be noted 
that libraty activities in the High School have continued to 
expand. There was an increase in total registered attendance 
of 6,530. The Public Library has a collection of 7,642 books 
in the High School. It circulated 29,224 volumes. There 
was an average book circulation per pupil of 15 books. The 
outstanding problem of the High School Library was the 
marked increase in books missing from the school library as 
shown by the June inventory. A project has been under- 
taken for the present school year to correct this condition. 
The final result is unknown at this time. To date about forty 
books have been returned and $90.00 collected to buy new 
books. 


Mention of the progress of the Elementary School libraries 
was made by the Chairman of the Board. It is to be further 
noted, however, that we again have a full-time fully trained 
children’s librarian in charge of the Arthur W. Murphy Li- 
brary at the Edith C. Baker School. The supervisor reports 
_ that checked by professional criteria, this library ranks very 
high but what is even more important is its relationship to 
the boys and girls of the Baker School. The ease with which 
the pupils visit this library, select their books, and consult 
their references makes evident the value of books in their 
daily lives. This year 14,900 books were borrowed from the 
library —a gain of 3,894 over 1945. Four hundred ninety- 
six classes visited the library and the attendance during 
“school hours was 15,034. 


“A librarian is in readiness and nearly 2,500 books are ready 
to be placed on the shelves of the new library at the Devo- 
tion School. The duplicate records are completed so that the 
library may function as soon as the room is ready. . It is 
earnestly hoped that shortly after the New Year enough 
physical equipment will be available to enable an opening.” 


Classroom service is continued for all schools without li- 
braries. From 11,160 books loaned, the home circulation 
amounted to 32,883. This figure does not record the use 
made of books within the classroom. The department is co- 
operating with an experimental orientation course being con- 
ducted at the Lincoln School and has given censultation 
and suggestions about books to teachers, principals and 
parents alike. : 


The school librarian’s program is carefully planned to in- 
clude the great and worth-while children’s books of many 
countries, not the thinly veiled propaganda falsely claimed to 
make good citizens but the literary heritages of all Americans. 
Already it has proven remarkably sound in the evident appre- 
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ciation of folktales and picture books in our story hours. 
Plans for the future include furthering this program and en- 
riching it to the fullest extent. 


Staff 


The war years brought to the Library Staff wives of service 
men who were professionally trained and experienced. The 
Graduate School at Harvard has brought others. With them 
we have been able to maintain our services even though the 
shortage of professionally trained people is most acute. As 
husbands have been relocated it has necessitated changes in 
our staff. This together with the retirements of Miss Bertha 
Davis and Mr. Thomas Farrell has made an unusual number 
of changes this past year. 


Mrs. Jean Stone at Chestnut Hill and Mrs. Mildred Goble 
at Main Children’s Room resigned to accompany their hus- 
bands to new positions. Miss Helen Mason at the Washing- 
ton Square Deposit Station left to get married. Mrs. Theresa 
A. Carroll, a former member of the staff and professionally 
trained, was appointed at Chestnut Hill and later transferred 
to cataloguing. An untrained college girl, Patricia Jenney, 
is substituting for Mrs. Goble. Mrs. Maria Zezzos has been 
temporarily appointed to Washington Square. Miss Jose- 
_ phine A. Hope was appointed to fill the vacancy in the Refer- 
ence Department created by the resignation of Miss Shirley 
B. Elliott. Miss Aimee F. Draper was appointed Children’s 
Librarian for the Murphy Library at the Baker School. Miss 
Marie F. McCue was appointed as Executive Library Secre- 
tary the first of the year. Mrs. Louise D. Maverick served 
as a substitute in the Loan Department, and Mrs. Gladys 
Morgan is now a substitute in that department. 


Mr. Martin J. Brennan was promoted to fill the vacancy of 
Sr. Building Custodian created by the retirement of Mr. 
Farrell. Pending a Civil Service list a number of temporary 
appointments have been made by Civil Service to the two 
positions of Jr. Building Custodian. At present Mr. James 
B. Parke and Mr. William J. Martin, both veterans of World 
War II, hold these positions. 


Conclusion 


“The Brookline Public Library which began in the old 
Town House was established by vote of the town March 30, 
1857, The sum of $934 being $1 for each ratable poll the 
preceding year was appropriated for its foundation and an 
additional sum of $233 being $0.25 for each ratable poll was 
voted for its increase and maintenance during the current 
year. These were the extreme sums which could be legally 
raised by taxation for the purpose. The Library was opened 
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in an apartment on the first floor of the Old Town House on | 
December 2, 1857. It then contained 900 volumes and here 
it remained until the completion of a new and commodious 
building in 1869.”’ ! 

Forty-one years later in 1910, another new and larger 
building was occupied. The Staff numbered eleven and there 
were three janitors. Coolidge Corner Branch was a deposit 
station. Three thousand four hundred thirty volumes were 
- added during the year and the book stock consisted of 73,205 
volumes; 171,628 books were issued for home use. The town 
appropriated $23,500 for salaries and maintenance. 

Now after another thirty-six years a new building at Coolidge 
Corner is contemplated. We still have three janitors but the 
Staff has increased to twenty-five. Seven thousand nine 
hundred forty-three volumes were added in 1946. The book 
stock consists of 188,613 volumes; 319,920 books were issued 
for home use; $92,725 was expended. 

The above report shows how the service has expanded 
through branch libraries and school libraries and that it is still 
an ever-growing service to the people of Brookline.

Expenditures for public welfare continued to comprise a 
substantial portion of the annual budget and such increases 
as have been indicated from time to time by the Legislature 
have been put into effect in the local distribution of funds. 

The referendum submitted to the voters at the State Elec- 
tion in November providing for the integration of the Old 
Age Assistance Department into the State system was de- 


feated. 


It does provide, however, certain indication of a 


possible trend toward centralization of welfare activities.

January 7, 1947. 
To the Board of Public Welfare: 


Gentlemen: — As Agent of the Board of Public Welfare, I 
submit the following report for the year ending December 31, 
1946. 


The high cost of living, the housing shortage, the employ- 
ment situation being none too active, and the increased bud- 
gets imposed by the State Department have given the Wel- 
fare Department many problems and much work. 


The case load for the entire Department increased slightly. 
On January 1, 1946, there were 961 cases being aided in the 
four divisions — Infirmary, General Relief, Aid to Dependent 
Children and Old Age Assistance. There were 970 on record 
on January 1, 1947. 


Owing to the above conditions, the Expenditures increased 
$82,670. | 


We wish to thank the Boston Branch of the Needlework 
Guild of America for sweaters and underwear sent to the De- 
partment. We also thank the Brookline Friendly Society 
and the St. Vincent de Paul Society for their co-operation. 


General Relief 


On Jaunary 1, 1946, there were 115 cases receiving General 
Relief.. During the year 56 new cases and 84 reopened cases 
were added and 130 dropped which leaves 125 on January 1, 
1947, 


During the year, 231 cases have been aided against 190 in 
1945. These 231 cases included 59 families with 237 persons 
and 172 single persons who were aided for the following 
reasons: Hospital only — 2; Medical care only — 2; Sick and 
loss of income through sickness — 76; Old —49; Temporarily 
unemployed —35; Unemployable 17; Psychopathic Person- 
ality —10; Husbands in jail —3; Husbands deserted — 10; 
Parents deserted —1; Incapacitated — 2; Transients — 3; 
Children — 8; Burials — 2.

Aid to Dependent Children 


On January 1, 1946, there were 62 families on Aid to De- 
pendent Children to which have been added 16 new and 12 
reopened with 24 dropped, leaving 66 cases on record Jan- 
uary 1, 1947. 

During the year the cause of dependency for the 82 cases 
receiving aid was as follows: Widows — 23; Desertion — 14; 
Incarcerated — 6; Illegitimate — 5; ‘‘Acting’’ Parents — 6; 
Divorced — 6; Incapacitated — 14; Legally separated — 8. 

The expenditure has increased from $52,209.53 in 1945 to 
$60,221.05 in 1946. The reason for this is that the budget to 
meet the cost of living has been increased twice by the State.

Old Age Assistance 


On January 1, 1946, there were 726 men and women re- 
ceiving Old Age Assistance in Brookline. During the year 
156 new and 35 reopened cases have been added and 151 
dropped, leaving 769 cases on record January 1, 1947, an in- 
crease of 43 cases. There are two reasons for this increase; 
first, the change in the law which gives sons and daughters 
larger exemptions before they are legally liable to assist in 
their parents’ support and second, the high cost of living. 
Sons and daughters who have previously been glad to help are 
no longer able to do so. 

The increase in expenditures is influenced by the Mandatory 
Budget having been increased twice for food and once for 
clothing. | 

During the year, there were 857 cases aided against 859 the 
previous year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


January 15, 1947. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I submit herewith the annual report of the Fire Depart- 
ment for the year ended December 31, 1946. 


During the year there were 1,176 alarms in Brookline, 
153 more than in the preceding year, and 262 more than in 
1945. Of the 1,176 alarms 368 were bell alarms and 808 were 
_ still alarms. There were 9 second alarm and 3 third alarm 
fires. In addition, our Department answered 119 Boston 
alarms and 3 Newton alarms. The Department responded 
to 561 emergency calls for assistance from citizens of the 
town. These emergencies ranged from flooded cellars and 
blown down signs to removing cats lodged high in trees. 


The total fire loss was $340,556.20, an increase of $247,827.21 
over the fire loss in 1945. This is the largest fire loss sus- 
tained in the town in many years. 


At the annual Town Meeting in March, 1946, the town 
adopted the 70-hour law for members of the Department. 
This made necessary the appointment of 26 additional men 
to the force. Of this number 24 were appointed provisionally 
to serve until the Civil Service Commissioner could furnish a 
list, following examinations, from which permanent appoint- 
ments could be made. 


On June 1, 1946, Chief Selden R. Allen retired, after forty- 
eight years of outstanding service in the Department. He 
rose through the ranks from a Private to become Chief in 
1923. Under his leadership the Department became one of 
the best equipped and most efficient in the country. His 
successor as Chief is Thomas F. J. Malloy, who entered the 
Department also as a Private in 1920, later served as a 
Lieutenant, Captain, Deputy Chief, and was appointed Chief 
June 1, 1946.

Two members of the Department died during the year. 
They were Thomas F. Duggan, who was appointed May 16, 
1930, and died October 27, 1946, and Thomas F. Ford, who 
was appointed October 31, 1912, ‘and died February 18, 1946. 


The total personnel in the Department at the close of the 
year, including the Commissioner and Chief of Department, 
numbered 131. One Private is still on military leave. 


There was appropriated in 1946 for the general expenses of 
the Fire Department the sum of $435,607.00, an increase of 
$68,959. Higher rates of pay for members of the Department 
authorized in 1945, and increase in the number of personnel 
resulting from the adoption of the 70-hour week were respon- 
sible for the larger expenditure. For the Wire Division of the 
Fire Department the sum of $10,717 was appropriated. Of 
the amount appropriated for the Fire Department an unex- 
pended balance of $33,916.01 was turned back into the town 
treasury, and of the amount appropriated for the Wire Division 
an unexpended balance of $1,685,02 was likewise returned to 
the town treasury. 


The new ladder truck, carrying an extension ladder 100 
feet long, ordered 1 in 1945, was received in the spring of 1946 
and is now in commission.

Gentlemen: — The report of the Building Commission for » 
the year ending December 31, 1946, is submitted herewith. 


The Commission held fourteen meetings throughout the 
year, several of which were joint meetings with the Board | 
of Selectmen, Library Trustees, School Committee, Recrea- 
tion Committee, Planning Board and Fire Commissioner dis- 
cussing the several projects covering these departments and 
it submitted to your Board for its approval selection of 
architects and engineers for certain of the most pressing 
projects. 


The Commission believes that these joint discussions with 
the various boards, commissions and committees to be most 
helpful in planning a public works program when govern- 
mental regulations permit such a start and when prices are 
at a level which would appear to be stationary for at least a 
sufficient pericd to complete the contract without requiring 
substantial alterations or adjustments. The Commission is 
appreciative of the co-operation of your Board in its work 
through our joint meetings and also through your priority 
assignment to certain projects.

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REPORT OF THE BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


January 13, 1947. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: —I1 submit herewith the fifty-seventh annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1946. 


The lifting of governmental restrictions on building con- 
struction imposed by the various Federal Agencies, thus 
affording a more competitive market for both labor and ma- 
terial, has resulted in one of the largest construction years 
for some time past. 

The work on the John Hancock Development in the south- 
ern area of the town is progressing and with the coming of 
seasonable weather will produce more than five hundred liv- 
ing units together with service and accessory buildings. The 
executive officers of the company, the architects, engineers 
and field staff have been most co-operative in making the in- 
stallations required and in the use of materials called for 
under our Building Code. This development is of a type 
unique in the town and will provide income producing prop- 
erty which for purpose of taxation will be rated at a figure 
in excess of two million dollars. The work on this project 
will be speeded up considerably in 1947 and, together with 
several other large apartment house developments now in 
completed and preliminary plan stage, will require an addi- 
tional inspectional staff to handle the important field work 
and plan examination. 

The department continues the follow up inspections and 
correction of illegal installations and occupancies brought to 
its attention through the work of the Committee to Investi- 
gate Health and Safety Conditions in and About Buildings. 
The work of this committee has been outstanding and the 
recent increase in inspectional personnel will give it still 
greater opportunity. To date it has uncovered a number of 
violations of law through installations of unauthorized fixtures 
and increased illegal occupancies which could only be dis- 
closed through this agency since none of the departments 
concerned has had adequate personnel to police such opera- 
tions, they having been made surreptitiously and without fil- 
ing required applications and obtaining necessary permits 
from departments concerned. 

The Building Commissioner has entered a number of cases 
before our municipal court for violation of the Building Law 
thus disclosed and in all cases but that of one flagrant viola- 
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tor who has an appeal pending in Norfolk Superior Court, has 
been successful in correcting conditions. Fire escapes have 
been erected on a number of four-story lodging houses and 
approvals and permits have been granted for several such in- 
stallations which will be completed as soon as weather permits. 


The amendments to Chapter 143 assigning duties formerly 
covered by State Inspectors to local Building Departments is 
now in effect and certificates are being issued as compliance 
with law is certified by the Building Commissioner. This 
change to local authority in enforcement of the law is a for- 
ward step for proper administration. 


The Building Commissioner has appeared at several hear- 
ings before recess committee and special committee of the 
legislature in the matter of safety of persons in buildings and 
has transmitted te this committee suggestions for incorpora- 
tion in such proposed legislation of measures to provide 
greater safeguards for certain types of occupancies.

Dear Sir: —1 respectfully submit the fifty-fourth annual 
report of the Inspector of Plumbing for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1946. 


The total number of permits issued for the installation of 
plumbing was three hundred ninety-three, of which thirty- 
five were for new buildings and the others included alterations 
and additions to old buildings. 


Nine hundred twenty-three inspections were made of 
plumbing for which permits were granted. A total of sixty- 
six water tests were applied to plumbing systems. 


The estimated cost of plumbing installations for which 
permits were issued was $479,547.00. 


The total number of plumbing fixtures to ‘be installed for 
which permits were issued was four thousand seventy-five. 
These fixtures include toilets, lavatories, baths, sinks, wash- 
trays, heaters and other various fixtures. 


All hot water tanks and heaters subject to Chapter 518 
Acts of 1941 were duly inspected and made to comply with 
the law. | 


All complaints received from the Committee to Investigate 
Health and Safety Conditions in and About Buildings were 
duly investigated and where possible corrections were made. 
In a few cases court action was necessary. 


Maintenance of plumbing, heating, gas and ventilation 
equipment in our public buildings has been supervised by 
this inspector on such work.

During the year, the grounds were given as good care as 
possible with the labor obtainable. Considerable work is 
necessary now that labor is available. 


Owing to war restrictions and scarcity of labor and ma- 
terials, the work of resurfacing drives, laying drains and 
developing the newly acquired section was omitted for the 
fifth consecutive year. This work must now be continued. 


The Selectmen have been requested to insert the following 
article in the warrant for the next annual town meeting: 


To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of 
Thirty-Five Thousand Dollars ($35,000) to be expended by 
the Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery towards the cost of 
grading the land acquired by the town in 1926. 


The following explanation is made by the Trustees in con- 
nection with the above article: 
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The laws of the Commonwealth require towns and cities 
to provide burial facilities for persons dying within their 
limits. 

In 1874 Brookline purchased about thirty acres of land on 
Grove Street for this purpose which is known as Walnut Hills 
Cemetery. This area has been sufficient to meet all demands 
up to the present, but it is apparent to the Trustees that the 
time is fast approaching when additional burial lots must be 
prepared to meet the demand for them. In 1926 about four- 
teen acres of land west of and adjacent to the original thirty 
acres was purchased. This land is largely covered with 
ledges and it will require a substantial outlay to prepare it 
for burial purposes. As no other land is available, the Town 
Engineer was requested to study the problem and is in agree- 
ment with the Trustees that by removing as little of the 
ledges as possible and by purchasing earth filling, most of the 
area can be graded, drives and walks constructed and a de- 
sirable addition made to the cemetery. 


The Town Engineer’s estimated cost of doing the work is 
$175,000.00. The Trustees suggest that this cost be met by 
appropriating $35,000.00 each year for five consecutive years. 


A complete report of the receipts and expenditures of the 
cemetery department will be found in the reports of the 
Accountant and Treasurer. 


Old Brookline Cemetery 


The usual work of caring for the lawns, drives and trees of 
the Brookline Cemetery was performed. There were five 
interments made and three foundations built for memorials.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


January 13, 1947. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: —1 submit herewith my report for the year 
ending December 31, 1946. 


During the year 1946 there has been considerable activity 
in the Department of Veterans’ Services, in that the tremen- 
dous amount of legislation passed, not only by Congress but 
by the General Court of Massachusetts as well, has increased 
substantially the demands made upon this office for services 
and assistance of every nature. 


More than 6,000 of the men and women who served in the 
armed services have been processed through this office. 


May I call to the attention of your Board, the law 
which provides for financial assistance to veterans also in- 
cludes their needy parents, with the result that many cases 
now being aided by other departments, in all probability will 
come under the jurisdiction of the Department of Veterans’ 
Services. 


For your information, during the past year, Chapter 723, 
passed in 1945, permitting each city and town to establish 
a department of Veterans’ Services has been amended by 
Chapter 599, making it mandatory. The underlying purpose 
of this change was to establish a uniform procedure in each 
city and town in dealing with veterans’ cases, 


In addition to the foregoing, Chapter 584 of the General 
Laws was also enacted in 1946, which provides for a 50% re- 
imbursement by the State to each community for benefit 
payments. While this may appear beneficial to Brookline, 
there is a probability that State contribution may indirectly 
cause an assessment to cities and towns with the effect that 
we may pay more ultimately, than if all payments were made 
independently. 


May I at this time thank you for your co-operation during 
the past year.

Foreword 


The Engineering Department has rendered all required 
services, covering design, construction, inspectional functions, 
testing, multigraph printing, photostating, etc., to the vari- 
ous town departments throughout the year. These services 
are so varied that it is possible to mention only the most im- 
portant in this report. 


All but two of our staff, who were in the Armed Forces, 
have returned. The two who are still in the Service are in 
Grade III and their absence is keenly felt. During and since 
the war it has been impossible to obtain the services of engi- 
neers in the higher grades. 


Services To: 


Town Planning. Orderly advancement in the development 
of the social, economic and physical phases of any municipality 
depend upon sound and scientific planning. The Planning 
Board, under the able leadership of its Chairman, Mr. Gor- 
ham Dana, has given many hours of careful study to the 
problems confronting the town. 


The Town Engineer is the Secretary and Engineer of the 
Planning Board, and the Engineering Department provides 
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assistance and guidance to all departments, boards and com- 
missions in formulating a sound and co-ordinated program 
for the future growth of the town. 


Trafic. The Town Engineer acts as Secretary pro-tem of 
the Town Traffic Committee. 


The problems of this Committee are constantly becoming 
more complex as the flow of traffic continually increases over 
existing inadequate streets. Many remedial measures have 
been proposed by this Committee and adopted. 


The Engineering Department in co-operation with the 
Planning Board has prepared a plan for the reconstruction of 
the Worcester Turnpike, from the Boston City line to the 
Newton City line. This plan bas been approved by the 
Board of Selectmen and has been presented to the State for 
approval. 


The State, with the aid of funds from the Federal Govern- 
ment, should immediately reccnstruct this section of the 
“Turnpike.’”’ The plan calls for separation of local and ex- 
press traffic, elimination of grade crossings and adequate 
width of roadways. 


In connection with the plan for the widening of the Turn- 
pike, studies have been made for the widening of Brookline 
Avenue, from Washington Street to the Parkway at the 
Boston Line, and for the intersection of Brookline Avenue 
with the Parkway. The purpose of-this would be to encour- 
age as much traffic as possible to follow this route and avoid 
further congestion of Huntington Avenue. This plan would 
also avoid a large amount of land damages. This scheme, to- 
gether with the widening of the Parkway, integrates with the 
State and City Plan for a central highway through Boston. 


As mentioned last year, the problem of cross-town through- 
ways is pressing. The route from Jamaica Pond to Common- 
wealth Avenue and Cottage Farm Bridge, via Cypress, School 
and Saint Paul Streets, is one of the most important of these. 
Necessary widenings should be undertaken immediately along 
Cypress Street, between Tappan Street and Washington 
Street, and as soon as possible along the entire length of 
School and St. Paul Streets to Commonwealth Avenue. Pre- 
liminary plans and estimates have been made for this work. 


It is planned during the coming year to make a large com- 
prehensive plan on a scale of two hundred feet to the inch of 
the traffic flow throughout the town. 


Among the studies for which preliminary or construction 
plans have been made during the year, which would greatly 
improve traffic flow, are the following: 
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BOYLSTON STREET (Worcester Turnpike) from Boston 
Line to Newton Line 


BROOKLINE AVENUE, from Washington Street to 
Parkway 


Intersection of BROOKLINE AVENUE and Parkway 


RIVERWAY from Brookline Avenue to Park Drive, in 
Boston 


‘Intersection of ELIOT STREET, Dean Road and Crafts 
Road 


Intersection of WASHINGTON, CYPRESS and SCHOOL 
Streets 


Intersection of LINDEN STREET and LINDEN PLACE 


Widening, for parking purposes, of PIERCE STREET in 
the vicinity of the Town Hall. 


A study is being made by the Metropolitan Planning Board 
for the connection with the so-called Central Highway which 
is proposed in the City of Boston. 


Studies for Proposed Sub-divisions. Property at 30 St. 
Paul Street; Walnut Street and Walnut Place; Clyde 
Street — Shattuck Estate; Grove Street, south side at 
traffic circle; High Street and Chestnut Street. 


Studies for Playground Development. Eliot Playground; 
Devotion Playground; Brookline Field Playground. 


Parking Studies. St. Francis Friary. 


Improvement of Private Ways. Jenness Road; Baxter 
Road; Penniman Place. 


Miscellaneous Studies. Veterans Housing Map. John 
Hancock housing development (Weld Golf Course). 
Study for location of proposed Incinerator, and grading 
of access road. 


Master Plan. An environmental map and one showing 
proposed fire limit areas has been prepared. These are ele- 
ments of a comprehensive master plan for the town, as men- 
tioned in previous reports. 


Survey of Stores. The annual survey of vacant stores 
throughout the town, to determine whether there should be 
a further expansion of business zones, has been conducted and 
tabulated. 

The Town Engineer attended a meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Planning Boards, held at Worcester, 
Massachusetts, on November 2. He attended the Public 
Works Congress, held at Fort Worth, Texas, during the latter 
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part of September. En route to and from this meeting he 
inspected an incinerator plant at Lyttonville, Virginia, four 
incinerators at Detroit, and one at Tonawanda, N. Y. 


War Gardens. One hundred and twenty-six (126) garden 
plots were laid out in the Lyman Estate for the War Gardens 
Committee. These plots contain about 1,500 square feet each. 
Plans of the garden layout are on file. 


Contracts © 


In the preparation of contract plans for bidding no effort 
has been spared to make the difficulties to be encountered ob- 
vious to the bidder. The contractors thus taken into confi- 
dence, bid with a better understanding of the problems to be 
encountered. Bids of this nature are usually more reasonable 
than those where the details of the proposed work are ob- 
scured by the lack of complete and comprehensive plans. 


Sewers and Drains 


Under an agreement dated March 26, 1946, Egidio Filip- 
pone constructed two catch basins and connections in Naples 
Road and one catch basin and connection in Chestnut Street. 


On May 27 a contract was awarded to M. E. Hennessy 
for the construction of catch basins and connections in various 
streets throughout the town. Eleven catch basins and connec- 
tions were constructed. The work was completed July 17. 


On July 29 a contract was awarded to Baker & Co., Inc., 
for the construction of a sewer and surface water drain in 
Lyon Road. The work consists of laying 350 linear feet of 
12-inch akron pipe sewer, encased in concrete, and 350 linear 
feet of 42”. x 42” reinforced concrete drain, on artificial foun- 
dation. The starting of the work was delayed due to scarcity 
of materials and labor but is now progressing satisfactorily 
and will be completed in the near future. 


In connection with the contract awarded to Charles Ca- 
pone on August 26, for the construction of Cabot Street, 
Cleveland Road, Short Street, Singletree Road, and a sewer 
and surface water drain in Heath Street, there was included 
the building of 1,070 linear feet of 12-inch and 2,100 linear 
feet of 10-inch akron pipe sewer, together with 400 linear feet 
of 18-inch, 670 linear feet of 15-inch and 2,150 linear feet of 
12-inch akron pipe surface water drain encased in concrete, 
and 30 catch basins and connections. The catch basins on 
Short Street, and the sewer and drain on Cleveland Road 
have been completed and the remainder of the sewer and 
drain work covered by the contract is nearing completion. 


In connection with a contract let to William P. Herlihy on 
September 5, for construction of tennis courts and skating 
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area at Eliot Playground, 482 linear feet of 18-inch reinforced 
concrete pipe drain was built. The contract has been ex- 
tended to include approximately 635 additional linear feet of 
18-inch R.C. pipe drain and 445 linear feet of 6-inch akron 
pipe sewer, encased in concrete. The work is proceeding 
satisfactorily on this extension of contract. 


A contract was awarded September 23 to P. De Cristofaro 
Co., Inc., for construction of a sewer and surface water drain 
from Hammond Street, through lands of the Town of Brook- 

line, the Country Club, Philip Sears and in Yarmouth Road 

to Heath Street. The work consists of laying 84 linear feet 
of 24-inch and 744 linear feet of 20-inch cast iron, 3,350 linear 
feet of 24-inch, 196 linear feet of 21-inch, 250 linear feet of 
15-inch, 1,900 linear feet of 12-inch and 66 linear feet of 10- 
inch vitrified clay sewer pipe, together with 200 linear feet of 
27-inch, 360 linear feet of 24-inch and 980 linear feet of 21- 
inch vitrified clay surface water drain pipe encased in con- 
crete. In addition, this contract includes construction of 600 
linear feet of 7’ x 3’.5, 675 linear feet of 6’ x 3’ and 630 linear 
feet of 32-inch x 40-inch reinforced concrete surface water 
_ drain structure. The progress of this work has been impeded 
by the scarcity of materials, but it is now proceeding satis- 
factorily and will be completed during the 1947 season. 


Due to the collapse of existing structures the following 
sections of sanitary sewers were relaid: 


18 linear feet of 18-inch akron pipe, encased in concrete, 
in Boylston Street near Cypress Street 


76 linear feet of 8-inch akron pipe, encased in concrete, in 
Manchester Road near Naples Road 


30 linear feet of 15-inch akron pipe, encased in concrete, in 
Gibbs Street near Stedman Street 


This work was done under the supervision of the Highway 
Department, but paid for from the sewer and drain appro- 
priation under the control of the Engineering Department. 


A complete revision of our standard sewer and surface water 
drain contract and specifications has been made and has been 
in use throughout the year. The specifications are in accord 
with the A.S.T.M. standards and modern practice. 


There have been 510 inquiries regarding sewer assessments 
and reports submitted. 


Thirty-four (34) buildings were connected with the public 
sewers and forty-four (44) with the surface water drains. 
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Sixty-four (64) permits for house connections were issued 
to licensed drain-layers as follows:

Eleven (11) of the above permits were for repairs of stoppages 
caused by tree roots. 


The recording sewer gauges have been in operation through- 
out the year, without any major repairs being made. 


Approximately twenty (20) complaints from property 
owners, regarding drainage problems, have been investigated 
and reports rendered. 


Designs were made and contract plans prepared for the 
construction of surface water drainage and sanitary sewers in 
Hancock Village, which is located in the former Weld Golf 
Course. 


Streets 


On August 26 a contract was awarded to Charles Capone 
for the construction of Cabot Street, Cleveland Road, Short 
Street and Singletree Road. These streets were laid out and’ 
accepted under the Betterment Act. 


The work on Short Street and Cleveland Road has been 
completed except for the erection of wrought iron fences on 
Short Street and a wooden fence on Cleveland Road. 


Cabot Street and Singletree Road cannot be completed this 
year as the underground work is still incomplete. 


Substantial economy was obtained by grouping the four 
above mentioned streets in one contract. 


On August 13 bids were opened at the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Works, for the repaving of Washington 
Street, from Park Street to Washington Square, under the 
provisions of Chapter 90 of the General Laws. The plans 
and preliminary estimate for this work were prepared by the 
Engineering Department. On September 9 the Selectmen 
awarded the contract to John McCourt Co. The work was 
completed December 14, 1946, under the supervision of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works. 


In connection with the repaving of Washington Street 
seven (7) new catch-basins and connections were built. 
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‘The new surface consists of a 19-inch Type I binder course 
with 11-inch sheet asphalt wearing surface, laid upon the 
existing concrete base. 


Seventy-five (75) lines and grades were furnished to private 
owners for the construction of steps, walks, drives, grading, 
walls, etc. 


Thirty (30) stone bounds were set, locating changes in 
direction of street lines. 


A complete revision of our street construction contract and 
specifications has been made and has been*in use throughout 
the year. The specifications are in accord with the A.S.T.M. 
standards and modern practice. 


Highway Department 


Twelve (12) lines and grades were given for setting curb- 
stones, 42 lines and grades for sidewalk construction, and 14 
for other purposes. 


Twenty (20) measurements of flushcoating and repairs on 
streets and 37 measurements of sidewalk construction were 
made during the year. 


One commercial sign was checked for location, size, type, 
etc., and the result reported to the Highway Department. 
This aids in keeping these signs in conformity with the regu- 
lations governing their erection. 

Nine (9) reports were made to the Superintendent of Streets 
concerning the encroachment upon the public ways of exist- 
ing walls, driveways, walks, fences, buildings, etc. 

One design for a retaining wall was checked for the High- 
way Department. 


Assessors Department 


Four (4) buildings were measured and their cubical contents 
computed for use as evidence in tax appeal cases. Nine (9) 
photographs were taken in connection with these cases. 

Forty-six (46) new buildings and sixty-five (65) alterations 
have been measured and placed upon the assessors’ plans. 
The first floor areas of these buildings, computed from field 
measurements, have been furnished to the Assessors. 

Sixteen hundred thirteen (1,613) real estate transfers were 
received from the Norfolk County Registry of Deeds, noted 
upon the Assessors’ Plans, and filed. 

_ Twenty-two (22) changes in lot lines and areas were re- 
ceived from the Registry, plotted upon the Assessors’ Plans, 
and filed. 


Tax tables were prepared for the year.

Building Department 


Sixty-eight (68) buildings were checked as to their locations 
in relation to street and lot lines, to determine whether they 
complied with the zoning regulations. 

On October 10 the Town Engineer was appointed Chair- 
man of a Committee to revise the building code of the town. 


Town Clerk 


Tally sheets have been prepared for recording the vote of 
all elections during the year.

as that used last year for similar work on the Parsons School 
Playground and described in last year’s report. 


Due to difficulty in obtaining necessary materials and to 
contract extensions, this contract has not been completed. 
The work is expected to be finished by early summer of next 
year. 


The Committee appointed by the Recreation Commission, 
consisting of Herbert F. Mills, Secretary of the Brookline 
Taxpayers’ Association, Chairman, Walter A. Devine, Town 
Engineer, Charles P. Cameron, Director of Recreation and 
Thomas H. Hines, Director of Physical Education in the. 
Brookline Schools, has held many meetings during the year 
for the consideration of development plans for playgrounds 
and recreational areas. Upon their recommendation, which 
was adopted by the Board of Selectmen, it is now necessary, 
in order to have an appropriation for construction of a play 
area considered, that a development plan be made and signed 
by the Park Commissioners and the Recreation Commission 
and attested by the Town Clerk.

Five hundred ten (510) reports were made in response to 
inquiries regarding sewer assessments and municipal liens. 


Health Department 


At the request of the Selectmen, contract plans and speci- 
fications were prepared for the renovation and remodeling of 
quarters for the Health Department on the third floor of the 
Police Station building. 


On September 9 a contract was awarded to C. R. Burns 
for this work. The contract is now nearing satisfactory com- 
pletion. The alterations have been supervised by this De- 
partment. :

Police Department 


An accident spot map on a scale of 400 feet to an inch was 
prepared showing the accident record for the year 1945. One 
patrolman’s route map, on a scale of 400 feet to an inch, was 
made. 

A departmental organization chart, on tracing cloth, was 
made for the Police Department. 


Fire Department 


As requested by the Selectmen, contract plans, specifica- 
tions and a contract were prepared for alterations in Fire 
Station 2, located on Washington Street, opposite the Police 
Station building. The work consisted of reinforcing the 
existing apparatus floor and installing overhead doors. 


Bids were canvassed for this work on July 31 and on Au- 
gust 12 the contract was awarded to C. R. Burns. The work 
has been satisfactorily completed except that, due to inability 
to obtain the overhead doors, swinging doors were temporarily 
installed. The overhead doors will be installed as soon as 
they are obtainable. 


Cemetery Trustees © 


The Engineering Department made extensive soundings 
over the area of the Walnut Hills Cemetery purchased by the 
Cemetery Trustees in 1926. The purpose of this work was to 
determine the rock contour for study of the most economical 
grading design. On the basis of this study a report was sub- 
mitted to the Trustees upon the estimated cost of grading, 
road construction and burial lot layout for the area. 


Information Desk 


The assistants in the Department desire to give prompt, 
concise and courteous service in response to the many and 
varied inquiries of the public. For this purpose an informa- 
tion counter is maintained in the Engineering Department. 
The system of cross-indexing, in use, aids materially in the 
expeditious dispersal of information. 


Inquiries and applications during the past year were as 
follows:

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Many questions of a general nature are answered over the 
telephone each day. 

Approximately six thousand nine hundred (6,900) land 
plans of separate properties in the town are on file in the 
Engineering Department. 


General 
At the request of the Selectmen the following were prepared:

2, on Washington Street opposite the Police Station 
building. 

A canvass of bids was made on July 1, for the construction 
of a railway shelter on Beacon Street near the entrance to the 
subway. The bids were substantially above the appropria- 
tion and were, therefore, rejected. It is recommended that 
no action be taken on this project during 1947, due to the 
great need for home construction, scarcity of building ma- 
terials and the excessively high cost of construction at the 
present time. | 


Inventory. An inventory of the property belonging to the 
town, in the possession of the Engineering Department, is on 
file as required by the town By-laws. 


House Numbers. A canvass of all house numbers issued is 
made from time to time and notice sent to the owners of 
buildings who have not affixed the assigned numbers to their 
buildings. 


Equipment. The ‘“Ozalid Dry Process’ printing machine 
and ‘‘Pako”’ dryer which replaced the old blue-printing equip- 
ment two years ago, are proving very satisfactory and save 
much valuable time in comparison with the old method. 


One hundred forty-seven thousand, five hundred (147,500) 
pages have been printed on the Multilith Printing Machine. 
This work consists of billheads, budget reports, office sta- 
tionery, forms, schedules, etc., for the various town depart- 
ments. 

Fifty-nine hundred and nineteen (5,919) copies of honor- 
able discharges have been reproduced with the ‘Photostat”’ 
machine. In addition to copying the discharges, many im- 
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portant documents, plans, maps and sketches have been re- 
produced. In this way many man-hours of drafting have 
been saved in enlarging or reducing original plans and docu- 


ments. 


Automobiles. Three (3) new Ford station wagons and two 
(2) four-door Ford sedans have been purchased and are now 
in use, to replace the five (5) old cars of the department whose 
ages ranged from 7 to 12 years. These cars are very neces- 
sary for use of field parties and other members of the depart- 
ment in conducting inspections of old and new sewer connec- 
tions and mains, investigation of complaints, field work and 
many other duties demanded of them. The station wagons 
have proven to be the proper type of vehicle for use of the 
field parties and their equipment. 


Meteorological Equipment. A recording wind-velocity in- 
strument and a recording barometer, together with a wind 
direction instrument, have been added to the meteorological 
equipment previously in operation. These instruments now 
make it possible to obtain and record complete 24-hour 
records of local weather conditions. It is planned to add a 
recording relative humidity instrument to the equipment in 
the near future. 


Underground System. The policy adopted last year by 
agreement with the utility companies, of placing all wires 
and cables in underground conduits, in connection with the 
construction of new streets has been followed this year in 
building Short Street, Cleveland Road, Singletree Road and 
Cabot Street, and is a great improvement over the former 
unsightly poles and overhead wires. In connection with this 
policy all house service lines are installed from the main con- 
duit lines to the side line of the street in order to avoid future 
disturbance of the street surface. 

It is hoped that in the near future it may be possible to 
devote some time to the plotting of the many completed sur- 
veys of underground structures now on hand in the Depart- 
Dent 

There are approximately 1,000 public utility drawings on 
file, which have been furnished by the utility companies. 
These plans are very valuable in assigning locations for new 
utility lines and conduits in our highways. 


Borings. Wash borings were taken along the proposed line 
of construction of the trunk sewer from Hammond Street 
through the Municipal Golf Course and the Country Club, 
and in Lyon Road to determine the soil conditions as to 
ledge and the necessity for artificial foundation for sewer and 
surface water drain structures. 
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Tables. Tables relating to streets, sewers, drains, mis- 
cellaneous information and meteorological data are appended 
to this report. 


Photography. Four hundred and twenty (420) pictures 
have been taken during the year, developed and prints made. 
_ Many enlargements were made with equipment in possession 
of the Department. | 


Miscellaneous. Booklets, illustrating the various articles 
of the Warrant, were prepared for use of the Town Meeting 
Members at the annual and special town meetings. These 
booklets are more economical and much more satisfactory 
than the old method of large display plans. 


One large display plan, on a scale of 10 feet to the inch, of 
Cleveland Road, was made by request, for use at the Annual 
Meeting in March.

Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Conditions 
In and About Buildings 


The Town Engineer served as the Secretary of this Com- 
mittee until May 31. He attended 19 meetings of the Com- 
mittee during this time and submitted all necessary reports 
to the Board of Selectmen for further action. 

On June 3, upon the retirement of Chief Selden R. Allen, 
the Chairman of the Committee, the Town Engineer was 
appointed Chairman. Twenty-six (26) meetings have been 
held since that time. 

Previous to the reorganization of the Committee, a sub- 
stantial part of the time of one assistant was devoted to this 
work, and one automobile was furnished to transport inspec- 
tors. Since October 1 the entire time of one Engineering 
Department assistant has been given to the work of the 
Committee. 

Forty-six (46) photographs have been taken, developed 
and prints made, to corroborate the inspection reports of the 
Committee. 

A plan has been prepared for temiodeline the lower windows 
of the Pontiac Building, on the Amory Street side, at Com- 
monwealth Avenue, to conform with the grade of Amory 
Street, so that the space between the side line of the street 
and the building may be filled and thus eliminate a dangerous 
drop at the edge of the sidewalks and at the same time furnish 
support for the street.

Personnel 


We are fortunate to have retained Mr. John G. Gerrish as 
Superintendent of Equipment under the provisions of Section 18 
of the Brookline Retirement Act. Again I pay tribute to his 
outstanding service in the department.

On May 13, 1946 the provisions of Section 77, Chapter 32 
of the General Laws were made mandatory by your Board, 
requiring that all employees having reached the age of 65 years 
and having been employed for a period of 25 years should be 
retired, and accordingly twelve employees were pensioned as of 
July 1, 1946. In addition to these, seven were pensioned dur- 
ing the year under the usual conditions. I regret to report the 
death of six pensioners during 1946, making a total of 35 on the 
pension list on January 1, 1947 as compared with 22 on Janu- 
ary 1, 1946. In accordance with Chapter 559 of the Acts of 
1946 all pensions of less than $1,000 granted prior to January 1, 
1946 were increased 20% on November 27, thus benefitting 17 
of our pensioners. 


Effective June 24, 1946 adjustments were made in the salar- 
ies of Working Foremen, Motor Equipment Operators, and 
Skilled Laborers; and at the Special Town Meeting in Novem- 
ber a supplementary bonus to cover the increased cost of living 
was granted to all employees in the labor group. The full cost- 
of-living bonus has been continued for the administrative 
employees of the department, but no salary increases have been 
given to this group since April, 1943 and it is the opinion of the 
writer that, in line with the general trend all over the country

and particularly in neighboring communities, and considering 
the action taken in our own town with respect to all other 
groups of employees, prompt action should be taken to bring 
these salaries up to present day requirements. I call your 
attention to this condition because of the inequitable result that 
a continuance of a low salary rate will have on all future pen- 
sions. To figure a pension on a salary which is conceded to be 
not a living wage is, I believe, false reasoning and unfair. 


Street Cleaning 


Keeping streets clean is a continuous daily operation varying 
in volume according to the season and is one of the most 
important activities of the department. The work has been 
carried on along the usual lines, using the mechanical sweeper 
as far as possible, section men in the business areas, and gangs 
of street sweepers with the necessary trucks throughout the 
town. The street sweeper continues to give excellent service 
and it is proposed to purchase another as soon as delivery is 
possible. 


The increasing number of parked cars is a serious handicap 


and I feel that the time is not far distant when it will be neces- 


sary to employ night crews for efficient results. 


On June 8 we experienced what might be called the third 
hurricane within seven years and, although of relatively low 
intensity, many trees were up-rooted, streets littered, and side- 
walks torn up, requiring an additional appropriation of $2,000 
transferred from Contingencies to cover the cost of work neces- 
sitated by the storm. 


Removal of Snow and Ice 


Every year there is a marked increase in the number of cars 
and trucks on the roads during all kinds of weather. Despite 
snow and ice every citizen, from the doctor using his car to meet 
emergencies of life or death to the mother driving her children 
to school, feels it his right to be able to use his car at all times 
and looks to the town for safe roads well sanded and cleared of 
snow. The merchant, too, enters his demand that snow be 
removed in front of his store, and it is a long established prac- 
tice to remove snow from all churches and synagogues. This 
service reflects itself in the increased expenditures for the 
removal of snow and ice.

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Although the snow-fall was not heavy in 1946, the year began 
with heavy snow and ice on the roads from the excessive fall in 
December, 1945 and the continued cold weather caused it to 
remain throughout the winter with such icy conditions that 
over 1,500 tons of sand were used, a larger amount than the 
total used during the last five years. 

On April 22, 1946 the department was authorized to plow 
snow on private ways on which dwelling houses abut. This 
regulation does not allow the plowing of back alleys or drive- 
ways to garages. 

Roadways 


Washington Street between Park Street and Fire Station 7 
was resurfaced under provisions of Chapter 90 whereby the 
state reimburses the town for one-half the total cost. The 
work was done by the John McCourt Company and consisted 
of removing two inches of the existing surface, adjusting man- 
holes and catch-basins, constructing seven new catch-basins, 
resetting curb and rebuilding sidewalks, and resurfacing the 
roadway with a two-inch top of sheet asphalt. 


The only streets resurfaced were High Street between High- 
land and Edgehill Roads, and Winthrop Road between Beacon 
Street and Garrison Road which was done by town forces with 
what is known as the penetration method. I respectfully call 
attention to the small amount of this work done since 1944. 
The budget as submitted for next year calls for a more intensi- | 
fied program and I call particular attention to the need of 
resurfacing Harvard Street between Beacon Street and the 
town line, to be done under Chapter 90. The state has 
already been asked to provide an item for one-half the cost of 
this work in its budget for 1947. 


Our roadways have been kept in good condition by the usual 
constant patching, and many miles of street were treated by the 
patch-painting method followed by flushcoating later in the 
season. 

Traffic Control 


All problems pertaining to traffic control have been con- 
sidered by the Traffic Committee with Selectman Edward Dane 
as Chairman, succeeding Mr. Carver who served during the 
war. The following additions were made to the Traffic Rules 
and Orders: parking was prohibited on bridges, several portions 
of Beacon Street, on Walnut Street at High Street, Longwood 
Avenue, Washington Street, Winchester Street and Linden 
Street. To alleviate traffic conditions during the baseball 
season parking was limited to one side of streets north of 
Beacon Street in the vicinity of Braves Field. Parking was 
limited to two hours throughout the town; to thirty minutes in 
all angle parking locations, and in business areas including 
Coolidge Corner, Harvard Square, Washington Square, and 
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Brookline Village. Webster Street was made one-way in a 
westerly direction in May after a trial period of one-way 
easterly proved unsatisfactory. Stop signs were installed on 
Gibbs Street at Beals Street, and Denny Road was added to 
the list of streets reserved for coasting. 


An item of $3,000 will be included in the 1947 budget to pro- 
vide a parking area in the rear of the Town Hall parallel to the 
north side of Pierce Street. 


Contract was awarded to the Municipal Signal Company 
for the installation of a pedestrian traffic signal on Beacon 
Street at Centre and Webster Streets. Work has been started 
and will be completed early in 1947. 


Time clocks, which eliminate manual control and make for 
better synchronization, have been installed on traffic signals 
at the intersection of Harvard and School Streets, and Beacon 
Street and Dean Road, and it is proposed to equip all signals 
in the near future. 


The Boston Elevated Railway Company has been given per- 
mission to erect warning signs along the entire length of its 
reservation on Beacon Street in an effort to reduce the number 
of serious pedestrian accidents. 


Nothing has proved more efficacious in regulating traffic 
than the painting of white lines on the surface of the road, and 
this work has been continued during the past year as follows:

Garage 


On January 15, 1946, the Municipal Garage was transferred 
from 316 Boylston Street to the second floor of the garage at 
637 Washington Street. This space provides storage and 
repair shop for 49 units of the various departments. The 
question of a new location and building for a central town 
garage is under consideration and is one of the most pressing 
problems before the town. Careful mileage costs have been 
kept and equitable charges made to the departments in order 
to liquidate the expenditure of $100,897.15. Itis very gratify- 
ing to report that the average cost of maintenance was $.053 
per mile. 


The following motor equipment for use in the Highway 
Department was purchased during 1946 and the cost charged to 
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the special appropriation of $60,000 made in 1945 for this

Bridges 

Major repairs to the Cottage Farm Bridge, contracted for in 
1945, were completed early in the spring, the town paying its 
proportionate share of the cost. — 

The approach to the Aspinwall Avenue bridge was recon- 
structed and is now in good condition. 

Now that it is again possible to obtain suitable red lead 
bridge paint it is proposed to have the iron work on all the 
bridges repainted during the coming year.

A comparison with the total of 464 permits issued in 1944, and 
562 in 1945, shows that business activity is returning to normal. 


Sidewalks 


An unusual number of granolithic frontages and driveways 
were constructed as petitioned for by the owners, and the 
department continued its policy of charging the owner one-half 
the cost of granolithic and the full cost of driveway entrances. 
Fight petitions were received for curbing, the owner paying 
‘ one-half the cost. 

Continuing the practice started in 1944, the department 
expended $5,000 for setting edgestone without charge to the 
owner on certain selected streets north of Harvard Street 
between Naples Road and Coolidge Street, where the tree 
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lawns have been constantly broken down by parking auto- 
mobiles. 


Care of Sewers 


The usual work of cleaning the main sewers and catch- 
basins was continued and the absence of stoppages testifies to 
the excellent condition of the sewer system. 

A serious break in the main sewer on Boylston Street west of 
Cypress Street occurred in September, and in October a sec- 
tion of the sewer collapsed in Gibbs Street and Manchester 
Road. These sections were immediately reconstructed by 
contract labor. | 


Collection of Ashes and Rubbish 


The Newton Street dump continues to be a serious problem. 
Numerous complaints have been received from near-by resi- 
dents and have been referred to Dr. Frechette as a health 
matter. Despite every precaution spontaneous fires have 
broken out at frequent intervals and the rat nuisance persists 
although the dump has been treated regularly by the most 
approved methods. During the last two months much stricter 
regulations have been adopted and conditions have materially 
improved. However the only solution of this problem is the 
erection of the much-needed incinerator, and it is earnestly 
hoped that construction may go forward during 1947. The 
proposed plant is designed to dispose of all types of refuse: 
rubbish, paper, ashes, and garbage. 

The contract for the operation of the incinerator on Ham- 
mond Street expired in December but was renewed for an 
additional period of two years with the provision that when the 
new incinerator is in operation the present contract can be 
cancelled on thirty days’ notice. Under the sliding scale of the 
contract the town received $175 a week. 


Construction of the heavy duty motor truck scales at the 
Hammond Street Yard was completed early in 1946 and has 
given excellent service.

Collection of Garbage 


This past year marked the inauguration of a new fleet of six 
Mack trucks with the latest and most sanitary bodies, engi- 
neered by the Garwood Company for residential garbage collec- 
tion. The new equipment retired the old fleet which had been. 
in continuous service averaging seventeen years. The new 
trucks provide cab protection for the drivers and feature 814 
yard capacity with all-enclosed bodies. 
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The department has succeeded in maintaining two scheduled 
collections of garbage per week from each household. The 
installation of new scales at the Hammond Street yard has 
facilitated keeping the records of weights of the collections 
before final deliveries to the hog farms in Lincoln and Weston. 


As in the past, considerable income has been realized from 
the sale of the garbage, amounting to $15,687.50, leaving the 
net cost of this municipal operation $36,712.50. 


Twelve contractors were licensed to service commercial 
establishments, including restaurants, hotels and stores. 


The contract with Cedar Crest farm expires on May 1, 1947.

Street Lighting 


The street lighting system of the town consists of 1279 gas 
lamps, 1281 electric lights of various sizes, and 156 electric 
lamps used on the fire and police system. 


Electric lights are furnished by the Boston Edison Company 
under rate ‘‘E”’ as filed with the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Utilities, under which no contract is necessary. Gas 
lighting is furnished by the Welsbach Street Lighting Company 
of America under a five year contract with the town running 
from January 1, 1944 to January 1, 1949. 


During the war and up to the present time very few new 
installations have been made. During 1946 a study was made 
to improve and expand the present system, and an additional 
amount of $16,811.56 has been recommended in the 1947 
budget for the following improvements: 


1. To increase all existing low lumen electric lights to 2500 lumens. 
2. To install lights as petitioned for. 

3. To improve lighting in the Fisher Hill district. 

4. To improve lighting in the Crowninshield Farm area. 


A similar appropriation will be required over a period of years 
until the system is brought up to present day requirements.

_ Brookline Village Island at Washington Street and Brook- 
line Avenue has been maintained with the addition of a spring 


showing of tulips. 
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Horace James Circle at Hammond and Newton Streets was 
given the usual care with very satisfactory results. 


The grounds at the Hoar Memorial on Beacon Street were 
fertilized and the heavy dead wood on the shrubs removed. 


The usual pruning of roadside trees was carried on during 
the year with satisfactory results. 


Leaf eating insects were a major problem of the department. 
The willow trees were seriously infested by the ‘‘Willow 
beetle.’”’ This pest was combated by effective spraying with 
wettable DDT. 


Elm leaf beetle was very prevalent on all elm trees and were 
sprayed with strong solutions of Arsenate of lead. 


Gypsy moths and canker worm also presented a serious threat 
to the foliage and were sprayed with excellent results. 


There was a heavy rain and wind storm on June 8. In the 
section bounded by Kent Street and Longwood Avenue to 
Beacon Street and southwesterly to Harvard Street large 
roadside trees and many trees on private property were up- 
rooted obstructing highways and causing electric and tele- 
phone lines to be broken. ‘The section north of Coolidge 
Corner including Kenwood, Verndale, Columbia, Thorndike, 
Coolidge and Fuller Streets suffered by having 12 large road- 
side trees uprooted. Electric and telephone service was also 
affected. The storm did considerable damage on Fisher Hill 
and in the section of Willard Road, Taylor Crossways and 
Dean Road westerly. Seven large willow trees measuring 
20” in diameter were blown over on private property. Emer- 
gency crews were immediately organized and the work of 
clearing highways was continued intensively for several 
weeks. To repair the damage the Committee secured special 
funds and the cost to date is $11,152.40. 


A survey of the town shows a marked increase of Japanese 
beetles. This problem must be faced during the coming year. 


Examination for Dutch elm disease on elm trees made by 
representatives of Mass. State College and U. S. Department 
of Agriculture resulted in the following gratifying official 
report; ‘“The fungus which causes the Dutch elm disease was 
not isolated in the laboratory tests. In fact, no fungus which 
is known to cause a disease of the elms was found present.”’

General Comments: 


Chapter 345 of the Acts of 1945 went into effect on May 1, 
1946. The Brookline Advisory Council of Public Health and 
the Director of Public Health were appointed as of that date 
by the Board of Selectmen. Appointed to the Council were: 
Francis P. Denny, M.D., Frederick F. Russell, M.D., Mrs. 
Harry Saftel, George E. Hills, Charles J. Kickham, M.D. and 
George C. Houser. Three meetings of the Council were held 
on May 14, 1946, October 23, 1946 and December 11, 1946. 


The Health Department is now housed in one location, on 
the third floor of the Selectmen’s Building. This increases 
the efficiency of the Department and gives the public better 
service. 


One of the first tasks of the new department was the merging 
of the various inspectional activities into one division of 
sanitation supervised by a trained Sanitary Engineer. These 
activities included restaurant inspections, inspection of milk 
and provisions, tenement house inspection, fly and mosquito 
control, rodent control and general sanitation. The new 
quarters made possible this coordination of the work and also 
enabled the two laboratories, the bacteriological and the milk 
and food laboratories, to be combined into one. 


Under the new arrangement it has been possible to increase 
the number of restaurant inspections. A complete inspection 
is made of each restaurant at least once a month. Those 
restaurants with serious deficiencies are re-checked until the 
deficiency is corrected. This intensive work has led to the elimi- 
nation of restaurants in the very poor and poor categories in 
the Health Bulletin listings. 


Late in the year the School Committee requested the assist- 
ance of the Department in the regular inspection of the school 
cafeterias and of the school buildings for general sanitation. 
rons are underway to inaugurate this program early 
in 1947. 
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The dump maintained by the Town on Newton Street has 
been a source of annoyance to the residents of that area. 
Following a petition to the Department a public meeting was 
held in the Town Hal! on November 20, 1946 to discuss the 
situation. As a result of this meeting, a committee of five | 
citizens living in the area was designated to work with the 
Department and the Highway Department to — 


1. Expedite construction of an incinerator. 

2. Find a new site for dumping. 

3. Oversee the operation of the dump pending the ac- 
complishment of the first two. 


The Department has become increasingly interested in the 
problems of housing sanitation and safety as matters affect- 
ing health. In Brookline this applies particularly to lodging 
houses, convalescent or nursing houses, certain tenement 
houses and a few sections of the Town with sub-standard 
housing. The Department has not tried to work inde- 
pendently in this field but has actively supported the work of 
the Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Conditions 
in and about Buildings. Although considerable progress has 
been made in this field during the past year the bulk of the 
work lies ahead. ‘ 

It had been planned to start using the Health Department 
Hospital for the care of sub-acute remedial cases during 1946. 
This was not carried out. With the present high prices of 
labor and materials the cost of the necessary alterations would 
have been considerable. And with the possibility that the 
Town Meeting may see fit to use the Train bequest for this 
purpose it was thought best to postpone action until after that 
decision was made. The use of the Train money would make 
possible the complete renovation of the plant into an excellent 
unit for this type of care. In such a case it is unlikely that 
the hospital could start rendering this service before 1948. 


The Department is responsible for school health services 
in the parochial schools. In an attempt to improve the pro- 
gram, discussions about this program have been held with the 
Children’s Hospital and the Harvard School of Public Health. 
It is proposed that corrective work be carried out by the 
Children’s Hospital. The school health section of the School 
of Public Health will assist in formulating the program and 
supervising its operation. This new program should become 
operative in 1947. 


A somewhat similar arrangement will likely be worked out 
with the Nutrition Department of the School of Public Health. 
It is expected to have the nutritionist work closely with the 
personnel of that Department in developing a community 
nutrition program. The Health Department is fortunate in 
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having one of the leading Public Health Schools in the coun- 
try as its neighbor and is taking full advantage of this circum- 
stance. 


Plans for 1947 


The specific plans for 1947 on which preliminary work has 
been done are: — 


1. To formulate new regulations for restaurant sanitation. 


2. To codify and reprint all the Health Department 
regulations. 


3. To develop, in cooperation with the United States Public 
Health Service and the State Department of Public 
Health, a local Diabetes Control program. 


4. To improve the school health program in the parochial 
schools with the assistance of the Children’s Hospital and 
the Harvard School of Public Health. 


5. To develop a better community nutrition program in 
cooperation with the Nutrition Department of the 
Harvard School of Public Health. 


6. To conduct, together with the Brookline Anti-tu- 
berculosis Society, a mass chest x-ray survey of the 
community for the detection of tuberculosis. 


7. To continue to develop plans for the use of the Health 
Department Hospital for the care of sub-acute remedial 
cases. 

Population 


The population of Brookline as of July 1, 1946 is estimated 
as 57,602. This is based on the Massachusetts Census 
population of January 1, 1945 which gave Brookline a popu- 
lation of 56,940 and an annual increment of 662. The latter 


figure is the average increment in population from 1935 to 
1945. 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 614 
of which number 228 were deaths of non residents in various 
Brookline hospitals. In addition there were 277 residents of 
the town who died in other places, mostly in Boston hospitals. 
The total number of Brookline deaths corrected for residence 
was 663 which, with an estimated population of 57,602 as of 
July 1, 1946, gives a mortality rate of 11.51 per 1000 in- 
habitants as compared with 11.37 in 1945.

A complete record of the causes of all deaths will be found in the Town 
Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


The mortality rate of 11.51 is practically unchanged from 
last year’s rate of 11.37. This rate is based on an estimate of 
population and the probable error in the estimate is quite 
likely as great or greater than the change in the death rate. 

Heart disease was the leading cause of death with 245 deaths, 
of which number 100 or 41% were due to disease of the coronary 
arteries. 

The number of deaths from diabetes continues to increase 
gradually. In 1936 there were 10 deaths from diabetes, in 
1941, 20 deaths and in 1946, 23 deaths. The increase in 
population is not great enough to account for the increase in 
deaths from diabetes. 

There were five deaths as the result of automobile accidents 
— two of them occurring in Brookline and the other three 
outside of Brookline but of Brookline residents. There were 
no deaths from airplane accidents; no deaths from pregnancy 
or childbirths; four from appendicitis; and four deaths from 
suicides. 


Communicable Diseases 


In tables II, III, and IV will be found the cases of com- 
municable diseases by months, by ages and sex, and also for 
the past ten years. The deaths do not include those of non- 
residents in the town, but do include deaths of residents out- 
side of the town if they had the disease while living in the 
town.

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Diphtheria. There were three cases of diphtheria in 1946. 
All three cases were in adults, the ages being 60, 26, and 25. 
The two younger cases were in man and wife. The husband 
was a recently returned veteran who may have brought the 
infection with him. All three cases were mild and recovered 
promptly. 

The Department has kept excellent records of the immuni- 
zation status of the children in the Town. Analysis of these 
records shows that 49% of the children are immunized before 
they are two years of age, 69% before the age of three, 84% 
before the age of four, 84% before the age of five and 85% 
before the age of six. With this percentage of immunization 
the likelihood of the development of any number of cases of 
diphtheria is very small. 


Typhoid and Paratyphoid Fever. No cases of typhoid 
fever were reported. There was a sizable outbreak of 174 
cases of paratyphoid fever due to Salmonella newport. This 
was part of a general outbreak involving residents of Boston 
and Newton as well as Brookline, with a total of well over 500 
cases. The infection was foodborne. The source was traced 
to a food preparation commissary in Brighton. Stool speci- 
mens for laboratory examination were obtained from all 
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persons exposed to the infected food as well as from the persons 
in the families of those who developed the disease. Those who 
became ill were instructed in the precautionary measures 
necessary to prevent the spread of infection. These pre- 
cautions were continued until each case had had two negative 
stool examinations: From the original 174 cases only one 
secondary case developed in a member of the | of one of 


the cases. 


Tuberculosis: There were 22 cases of pulmonary tu- 
berculosis reported and two of other forms of the disease, as 
compared with 29 from all forms in 1945. Excluding deaths 
of non-residents and including deaths of residents wherever 
they occurred, there were 13 deaths from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis and none from other forms. These 13 deaths give 
us a rate of 22.57 per 100,000 population as compared with 
26.3 in 1945. 

The rate in 1945, the highest since 1937, was partially 
accounted for by the death of several aged persons who had 
had tuberculosis for many years. The 1946 rate is still 
fairly high. The 9.86 rate in 1944 was apparently considerably 
off the trend. The death rates per 100,000 for the last ten 
years have been as follows:

The Tuberculosis Dispensary held bi-weekly clinics for the 
examination of patients referred by physicians, former 
sanatorium patients and contacts of active cases. All patients 
examined have a chest x-ray. The x-rays are taken at the 
Health Department Hospital on Newton Street. This is a 
somewhat inconvenient arrangement but the small number of 
persons involved does not justify a separate x-ray unit at the 
Dispensary. The x-ray films are read by the Radiological _ 
Department of the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital.

All cases of venereal diseases seen by 
physicians should be reported without the patient’s name to 
the State Department of Health. If a patient does not con- 
tinue treatment until cured the physician should report him 
by name.

Public Health Nursing 


Miss Mary A. MacDonald, public health nurse in the 
_ department since 1916, retired on July 1, 1946. She served 
the department conscientiously for thirty years. Her work 
dealt largely with the investigation of cases of communicable 
diseases and she had a wide experience in this field. Her 
retirement was a real loss to the department. 

Miss Regina A. Thomas has continued to serve together with 
Miss Sarah Boyd who replaced Miss MacDonald. Due to 
the shortage of nursing personnel it has not been possible to 
fill the vacancy in the position of Public Health Nurse Super- 
visor.

Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 
There were no deaths of Brookline infants under one year 
of age within the town. Eighteen infants of Brookline 
parents died outside the town. 
There were 751 live births to Brookline mochers which with 
the 18 deaths gives an infant mortality rate of 23. 97 per 1,000 
births as compared with 15.7 in 1945.

The birth rate per 1,000 population based on all births to 
Brookline mothers was 13.04 as compared with 13.32 in 1945. 


Child Welfare Work — 1946 
There were 385 children examined in the pre-school clinics 
held in the spring. Of this number 70 were vaccinated against 
smallpox. Except for these pre-school clinics and the school 
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health program all the infant and child welfare work is carried 
on by the Community Health Center of the Brookline Friendly 
Society. This agency has furnished an exceptionally high 
grade service to the community for many years. The Health 
Center submits the following report: 

During the year 1946 the Child Welfare Service of the 
Brookline Friendly Society has had under supervision 629 
infants and preschool children. New admissions during the 
year totalled 251. There were 86 Well Child Conferences 
with an attendance of 1578 and 14 Immunization Clinics with 
an attendance of 579. 

All children under supervision are given a physical ex- 
amination routinely every six months or oftener if indicated, 
and a well qualified pediatrician is in charge at each conference. 
Advice is given in regard to feeding and health habits of the 
children and the Child Welfare nurse visits the mother and 
child in the home regularly to see that the doctor’s orders are 
carried out and to check on-the child’s progress. All sick 
children are referred to the family physician or the nearby 
hospital clinics. 

There were 362 babies under two years of age attending the 
Well Baby Clinic and 267 children between the ages of two and 
five years were under care in the Preschool Clinic. 

Most of these children have been immunized during the year 
at either the Spring or Fall immunization clinics. There were 
135 babies immunized against Whooping Cough, Diphtheria 
_and Tetanus and 95 were vaccinated against Smallpox. 
Tuberculin Patch tests were given to 136 Preschool children. 

When the child is two years old he is given an appointment 
to the Pierce School Dental Clinic to check up on dentition 
and to accustom him to-dental service. From then on until 
_ he enters school, he is regularly checked in the clinic and any 
necessary prophylactic work is done.

Nutrition 


The purpose of the Nutrition program is to promote better 
nutrition among the residents of Brookline. 
During the first eight months of 1946, the Nutritionist 
continued the program created the previous year, as follows: 
1. Weekly classes for Girl Scout groups, Brownies and Girl 
Scout Leaders were made possible by kitchen facilities 
at the Center. 
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2. Weekly clinics at the Health Center of the Brookline 
Friendly Society for the well-baby and pre-school groups. 

3. Distribution of posters and literature through various 
community channels. 

4. Weekly food instruction at the Dental Clinic. 

5. A column on nutrition in each issue of the Health Bulletin 
and several articles on nutrition in the Brookline Citizen. 


The above program was interrupted by the resignation of 
the nutritionist, Mrs. Donald Wilkshire. No appointment 
was made until the end of the year, when Mrs. Beverly Horn 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


Plans are now underway to create an advisory council who, 
together with the nutritionist and members of the Staff of the 
Harvard School of Public Health, will evaluate the past pro- 
gram and formulate plans for the future. 


Medical Inspection of Parochial Schools 


The school health program for the pupils of St. Mary’s 
and St. Aidan’s Parochial schools is a responsibility of the 
Health Department. Dr. Elliot Giddon is employed on a 
part-time basis during the entire school year. Two additional 
physicians were employed part-time to assist with physical 
examinations at the beginning of school. As mentioned in 
the Director’s Report, it is planned to develop this program 
considerably during 1947. 


The Health Bulletin 


The Health Bulletin has been sent to every householder in 
Brookline every three months. The mailing list is slightly 
more than 16,000. The number of comments received about 
the Bulletin indicates that it is of interest to the citizens. The 
listing of the restaurant ratings is a unique feature which has 
received national commendation. 


The main theme of the September issue of the Bulletin was 
the subject of housing in relation to health. In as far as 
practical, it is hoped to emphasize one important health 
subject in each issue. There has been some demand to have 
the Health Bulletin issued monthly rather than quarterly. 
Although this should be considered in future planning, it is 
impossible of fulfillment with the present personnel. — 


The Hospital Relief Fund 


The sum of $10,996 was expended to provide hospital care 
to 77 individuals not receiving welfare aid, but in need of such 
care, and unable to pay the hospital charges. This group, 
sometimes referred to as ‘‘medically indigent,’ are those able 
to provide themselves with food, shelter and clothing, but

unable to bear the expense of serious illness, requiring hospital 
care. These patients go in ‘‘on service’ so that there is no 
physician’s fee and the department pays ward ‘rates. The 
hospitals have been cooperative in accepting patients 
in this category. In spite of the general shortage of hospital 
beds during the past few years, seldom has there been any 
delay in admission to a hospital. 


The Dental Clinic 


The Dental Clinic was set up to care for the children of low 
income families in the community. During the past few 
years, the clinic service has been given to children of families 
where the income has risen, but a proportional increase in the 
cost of living made it impossible for these families to afford 
private dental care. The present condition is abnormal and 
with the return to normalcy, a new standard of income may be 
set for those who apply for service at the clinic. 


The dental program begins with the pre-school child — about 
age two. This is a most important age. Through the pre- 
school nurse of the child welfare clinic of the Brookline Friendly 
Society, this group of children are sent for treatment. They 
receive periodic and continuous care from the age of two until 
they enroll in school. It is here that dentistry makes its 
real start. Through basic education and proper handling of 
these children, they are prepared to receive dental treatment 
in school and in adult life. 


Public Health Dentistry has made rapid strides during the 
past years. A National Health Plan to improve the health of 
all people is being widely discussed throughout the country. 
Statistics show the need of a suitable insurance plan to care 
for the dental needs of all. If such a bill is enacted, our 
clinic may serve as a base for child dental care. 


The use of various agents to prevent decay has not proven 
of any great value. However, we are waiting eagerly for 
reports from scientific investigators who may solve the cause 
of dental decay. To date, the field of nutrition has played an 
important part in the solution of this problem. 


The Dental Clinic appreciates the help that it has received. 
The Brookline Friendly Society, under the able leadership of 
Miss Lily Moberg, has been of great assistance in completing 
the program. Weare also indebted to our nurses and teachers 
who have helped in the work.

During the year 1946, the Hospital while functioning as a 
Town institution for the fifty-first consecutive year, also 
completed its first year as a unit of the Health Department. 
This changed the organizational structure, vesting the re- 
sponsibility of administration in the Director of Health, Dr. 
Alfred L. Frechette, instead of in the Board of Health. 


Hospital services include hospital care for all of the Town’s 
tuberculosis patients applying for such care, X-ray exami- 
nations of the chest for those desiring them, and clinical 
services for ambulatory patients under pneumothorax or 
similar treatment. 


The Health Department Hospital, as a departmental unit, 
has fulfilled its mission for 1946 and looks forward to greater 
service in the future. 


We wish to publicly thank the many persons and groups who 
from time to time, during the year, have shown interest in the 
patients—the Kiwanis Club, the Knights of Columbus, the 
Rotary Ann Club, and a score of individual benefactors. 
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The Bacteriological Laboratory 


A total of 1,406 examinations were made during 1946 as 
follows: 


Diptheria. There were 22 cultures examined, of which 
1 was positive. Since June, 1946, all cultures have been sent 
to the State Health Department Laboratory. This change was 
made for economy since there are so few cases of diphtheria in 
Brookline. 


Tuberculosis. There were 187 sputum examinations, of 
which 37 were positive. 


Typhoid. All of the 23 specimens submitted were negative. 
Since June, 1946, all specimens have been sent to the State 
Department of Public Health. 


Gonorrhea. Of the 109 smears made for the diagnosis of 
gonorrhea, 15 were positive. 


Vincent’s Angina (Trench Mouth). Of the 37 exami- 
nations made, 21 were positive. The Brookline Health 
Department is working with Dr. David Weisberger, Harvard 
Dental School, and some practicing dentists of Brookline to 
devise a more practical and accurate type of smear to coorelate 
with Vincent’s lesions of the mouth. 


Malaria. Of the 10 specimens of blood submitted, 1 was 
positive. The Brookline Laboratory is now approved to 
receive malaria smears and specimens of disease carrying 
insects, issued by the Extension Service of the Tropical 
Disease Education Program, United States Public Health 
Service. 


Milk Examinations. There were 401 samples of milk 
and cream submitted. These were plated and the number of 
bacteria per cubic centimeter counted. Counts were made of 
63 samples of ice cream. In November, 1946, the Laboratory 
was certified by the Massachusetts Agriculture Experiment 
Station to determine the fat content of milk and cream by use 
of the Babcock test. 7 


Water Examinations. 120 samples of water from the 
Municipal Water Supply and the Bath House Swimming Pool 
were examined during the year. Plate counts were made and 
tests for the colon bacillus. 


Examination of Eating and Drinking Utensils. There 
were 402 examinations made to determine proper sterilization 
methods of eating and drinking utensils. 


Division of Sanitation 


The activities of the Sanitation Division have been milk 
control, food control, insect and rodent control, housing, rag- 
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weed and poison ivy control, barber shop sanitation and 
miscellaneous sanitation activities. 

With the increase in personnel and better utilization of 
available personnel made possible under the coordinated 
Sanitation Division organization, plans are being made and 
carried out to provide more adequate programs in all phases of 
sanitation. 


Milk and Dairy Products 


In May 1946, a routine program was set up requiring the 
fulltime services of one inspector. This program calls for the 
inspection four times yearly of all country receiving stations, 
city milk plants and ice cream plants. During 1946, although 
the program was handicapped due to lack of personnel, the 
twenty-two country receiving stations were inspected two or 
three times, the twenty-eight city milk plants four times, the 
twenty-three ice cream plants three times. In addition, 
dairy farms were inspected as necessary. 


All dairy farms supplying milk to Brookline are inspected 
either by the Division of Dairying and Animal Husbandry of 
the State Department of Agriculture or by milk inspectors of 
cities or towns and are registered by the Department of 
Agriculture. In addition, the milk dealer desiring to purchase 
milk from any farm producer must inspect the farm and must 
submit to the Brookline Health Department a report of such 
inspection for approval. The dealer is required to maintain a 
quality control program and to submit to the Brookline 
Health Department at least twice monthly information as to 
bacterial counts, temperatures and microscopic examination of 
milk from each producer. If the quality of the milk as shown 
by this information is not satisfactory, the Health Department. 
sends a warning notice or excludes the milk of this producer 
until conditions are corrected. 


From the farm, the milk is sent to the country receiving 
station where it is sampled, weighed and cooled prior to 
transportation to the city. Sanitary inspections at this point 
consist of examination of plant, equipment and method of 
handling of incoming milk; platform testing of incoming milk 
as to temperature, odor, flavor, acidity, sediment; and micro- 
scopic examination. Inspections of individual dairy farms 
are made if abnormal conditions are discovered during this 
inspection. 

From the collecting station, milk is sent to the various city 
milk plants. Here the milk is clarified, pasteurized, cooled 
and bottled. The sanitary inspector examines the plant, 
equipment, and methods of handling and processing milk; he 
inspects plant records and gives consultation service on plant 
problems. 
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Brookline milk is segregated from farm to consumer. It is 
processed and transported separately from milk for other 
cities and towns. This insures a greater control over milk 
delivered in Brookline than would otherwise be possible. 


From the plant, the milk is sent to Brookline stores or is 
delivered by wagon direct to the consumer. The final check 
is made by collecting weekly random samples of milk and 
cream from stores or delivery wagons. These samples are 
processed in the Health Department Laboratory. 


Inspections of ice cream plants cover sanitation of premises 
and equipment, the ingredients used and the processing of the 
mix, including pasteurization, cooling, homogenization and 
freezing operations. 


The inspection and control program is based on Chapter 94 
of the General Laws and on Health Regulations of the Town. 
In addition to the penalties there provided, the Department 
exercises control through its authority to license all persons 
delivering or selling milk or cream in the Town. 


Eating and Drinking Establishments 


During the year, the regular inspection program was 
continued and expanded. Objectives of the program are 1) 
to prepare for adoption by the Town, more modern and 
comprehensive requirements for this type of establishment, 
2) to increase the frequency of inspections, 3) to institute a 
health education program for the training of food handlers, 
and 4) to set up a more effective enforcement program. 


In October, 1946, a study was initiated to compare the 
sanitation of Brookline restaurants with the requirements of 
the United States Public Health Service Code Regulating 
Eating and Drinking Establishments. An effort is being 
made to determine what modifications of this code will be 
necessary before its adoption by the Town, to prevent undue 
expense or hardship in conforming to items of lesser health 
importance. 


The frequency of inspection of each of the more than one 
hundred eating establishments was increased from four to 
twelve times yearly. In addition to the sanitary inspection, a 
monthly visit was made to each establishment for the purpose 
of taking bacterial swab samples from cups, glasses, spoons, 
etc., as a check on the efficiency of sterilization. Ratings of 
each restaurant, lunchroom or drug store were compiled from 
the inspection reports and were published quarterly in the 
Health Bulletin. 

Deficiencies found on inspection were generally due to a 
lack of understanding of the importance of sanitation on the 
part of management or employees, or to carelessness. The 
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inspector in bringing these deficiencies to the attention of 
management for remedial action, suggested corrections and 
explained their sanitary significance. It is planned to expand 
this health education aspect of restaurant inspection by initiat- 
ing a school for food handlers and by providing educational 
information to operators. Cooperation of restaurant owners 
and operators has been excellent. Where cooperation is 
lacking, enforcement is initiated by the Health Department 
bringing the matter to the attention of the Board of Selectmen, 
the licensing authority. 


Stores 


Store inspections were made under the Health Regulations 
of the Town of Brookline. During 1946, the 125 stores handl- 
ing food products were inspected two or three times each. 


Bakeries and Baking Sales Stores 


Authority for inspection of bakeries is contained in Chapter 
94 of the General Laws, in the Rules and Regulations of the 
State Department of Public Health, and in Article VI of the 
Health Regulations of the Town of Brookline. Inspections 
were made monthly of the eight bakeries in Brookline and 
bimonthly of the ten bakery sales stores (bakery goods not 
prepared on premises). 


The Health Department may order a baleee closed if it is 
unfit for the production or handling of food or where conditions 
are dangerous to the health of the employees. 


Housing 


The services of one full time inspector were required for 
investigation of complaints relative to housing. These com- 
plaints include insect and rodent infestations, garbage disposal, 
heating, lighting, ventilation, maintenance of buildings, clean- 
liness, fire hazards and many other conditions affecting the 
living conditions of the citizens of Brookline. The Depart- 
ment has authority to cause correction of many of these 
conditions under the Tenement House section of the Building 
By-law. 

Two inspectors of the Department were assigned to the 
Committee to Investigate Health and Safety Conditions in 
and about Buildings. Using the Housing Appraisal Method 
of the American Public Health Association, this Committee is 
engaged, at present, in a housing study in certain sections of 
the Town. This study, in addition to providing the basis for a 
regular inspection system covering both the health and safety 
aspects of housing, will give information as to the number and 
extent of housing « deficiencies and basic figures for an adequate 
correction program.

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Insect and Rodent Control 


The mosquito control program was continued in 1946. 
The Town was divided into 14 districts and all catch basins, 
swamps and ditches in each district were oiled once every ten 
days. Number 2 fuel oil was used. Six men and three trucks 
were provided for this work and for the ragweed and poison ivy 
control. This work is seasonal, lastingfrom April 1 to 
October 15. In addition to the regular oiling program, citizen 
complaints relative to mosquitos were investigated and recom- 
mendations made. Experimental spraying of shrubbery, 
hedges and other vegetation with water soluble DDT proved 
very effective. 


If equipment is available, it is planned to increase the 
efficiency and reduce the cost of the present hand spraying of 
catch basins by providing motorcycle driven compressed air 
sprayers for this work. It is also planned to equip one of the 
present trucks with a power sprayer suitable for the spraying of 
residual DDT for control of adult mosquitoes. 


The Department continued in 1946 to provide red squill 
baits to citizens of the Town for rat and mouse control. The 
effectiveness of this program is doubtful since there are other 
factors in successful rodent control than the mere placing of 
poison baits. Red squill is not the most effective rat poison, 
but it is the only safe one for distribution to the public. 


The number of complaints on rodents and insects indicates 
the importance of establishing a more comprehensive program 
for their control. An additional trained sanitary inspector has 
been included in the budget request for 1947, whose duties 
would consist of study and survey of the problem of insect and 
rodent control; investigation of complaints; educational 
activities designed to acquaint and interest the citizens in 
proper insect and rodent control; and the setting up of co- 
operative neighborhood campaigns, particularly for rodent 
control. 


Ragweed and Poison Ivy Control 


Work during 1946 on the control of ragweed and poison ivy 
was confined to investigations of complaints and application 
of control methods where indicated. Ammonium sulfamate 
was used for poison ivy control; ragweed was cut or pulled. 


Barber Shops 


Barber shops were inspected bimonthly. Inspections were 
based on the requirements of Article X of the Health Regu- 
lations of the Town. 
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Nursery Schools 
Nursery schools were inspected annually or as often as 
necessary to insure compliance with the rules and regulations 
of the Brookline Health Department covering nursery schools. 
These schools are licensed by the Health Department. 


Massage and Vapor Baths . 
The Department licenses persons practicing massage or 
conducting an establishment for the giving of vapor baths. 
One inspection of such establishments was made during 1946. 
Further study will be made in 1947, preliminary to the making 
of proper rules and regulations for these establishments. 


Animal Permits 


Inspections are made annually and on complaint of all 
premises on which horses, cows, swine, fowl, etc. are kept and 
permits are issued annually for such keeping if sanitary re- 
quirements of the Department are met.

At the request of the Commissioner of Agriculture and the 
Director of the Division of Livestock Disease Control for 
Massachusetts, the annual inspection of all domestic animals 
and premises within the town was made early in December. 
As a result of this inspection, one case of skin infection was 
found in one animal. Conditions of all other animals and 
premises were found satisfactory. 


The two herds of cows were free from Tuberculosis and 
Mastitis and are tested annually for Brucellosis. 


Several stores were inspected in regard to the condition of 
meat and fish. One case of illegal use of preservatives was 
brought to the attention of the authorities. Other meats, 
where decomposition had taken place, were condemned and 
destroyed. 
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Weights and Measures 
The work on weights and measures during 1946 is summar- 
ized in the following tabulations showing the inspections of 
scales, weights and measures; the trial weighings of com- 
modities sold or put up for sale; and the miscellaneous in- 
spections and tests. 


In 1946, 124 weighing or measuring devices were condemned 
where repair to meet legal standards was deemed impossible. 
Seventy-five devices were tagged ‘‘not sealed,” prohibiting 
their use for trade until the tag is officially removed. 


Trial weighings and measurements of packaged commodities 
showed 486 underweight and 892 overweight of the 6,303 
tested, approximately the same percentage as in 1945. 


Inspections and tests covered correction of the following: 
insufficiently filled liquid containers, berry baskets and fuel 
bags, improperly adjusted or worn cut filling, measuring, 
counting and carton cutting machines, mislabeling of bread 
and other food and the disapproval of undersized cartons. In 
addition, the inspections included the adjustment or cond em- 
nation of defective scales used by peddlers, enforcement of the 
peddlers’license law, delivery of coal without a certificate of 
weight, enforcement of laws governing marking of net weight 
on food packages and elimination of the sale of inaccurate 
clinical thermometers by condemnation and return to the 
manufacturer.

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REPORT OF THE PARK COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations during 1946, with the esti- 
mate of expenditures for 1947. 


The Commission has had a very active year as will be recog- 
nized by the greatly increased use of the golf course, the 
special efforts expended on the playfields and the problem in 
trying to provide skating when and where possible. There 
have been numerous meetings with the Recreation Commis- 
sion, Recreational Planning Committee, Long Range Planning 
Committee, representatives of the School Department and 
other committees working to the end of improving the facili- 
ties which are available in the town. The co-operation which 
the Park Commissioners have had with other town bodies has 
been most gratifying. 


A big start has been made toward the development of the 
Eliot Street Playground and we are hopeful that this work 
can be completed during 1947. With the co-operation of 
General Richard K. Hale, 559 Chestnut Hill Avenue, the 
boundary line between the rear of his property and this play- 
ground has been re-arranged and the boundary has been 
fenced. 


Steps have been made to improve the ies tee and the 
mechanical equipment of the Department which should make 
for greater efficiency. A press box has been built at Brookline 
Field which greatly improves facilities there. A drain has 
been placed along the south side of the number two fairway 
on the golf course and much fill has been placed on this loca- 
tion which should ultimately improve this hole. Fill is being 
placed adjacent to the Baker School Playground which will 
ultimately enable an extension of this area. The tennis fees 
throughout the town were rescinded for all children under 
sixteen years of age. 


During the year three faithful employees were pensioned: 
Thomas Casey, after forty years of service; James B. Kelly, 
after thirty years; and Thomas Dwyer, after thirty-nine years 
of service. 


Mr. Francis J. Oakes, Jr., was not a candidate for re- 
election to the Board of Park Commissioners. Accordingly 
at the first meeting of the present Board the Neen reso- 
lutions were passed: 


“RESOLVED: That we, members of the Board of 
Park Commissioners sincerely regret that the term of 
Mr. Francis J. Oakes, Jr., has ended and that as a result, 
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we will not have available to us his great knowledge of 
the problems of the Department, his friendly and sound 
advice on all of the questions which arise, and his genial 
.and pleasant company in all of our meetings. 

That, in our opinion, the town owes a very great debt 
of gratitude to Mr. Oakes for his nineteen years of de- 
voted service to his fellow townsmen, and we hope that 
though he no longer be a member of our Commission, we 
may call upon his good nature for his wise counsel for 
many years to come. 

That, these resolutions be spread upon the records of 
the Department and a copy sent to Mr. Oakes.”’ 


Mr. Timothy J. Regan was elected to the Board in March, 
1946. is 

On twenty-four areas in twelve of the playgrounds there 
were thirty-four days of skating.

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REPORT OF THE WATER BOARD 


The Water Board herewith submits its seventy-first annual 
report, for the year ending December 31, 1946. 


At the annual election held on March 4, 1946, Timothy J. 
Burke, Esq., was re-elected a Water Commissioner for a period 
of three years, until 1949, this being his twenty-second year 
in the post of Chairman of the Water Board, and his forty- 
seventh year as a member of the Board. The Board organ- 
ized on March 8th, 1946, electing Mr. Burke as Chairman, 
and appointing Lawrence E. Hanson, Registrar and Clerk of 
the Water Board, and Walter B. Bushway, Superintendent of 
Works, and Kenneth W. Robie, Assistant BEng ent of 
Works, for the ensuing year. 

The Board gave much time and consideration, as did its 
staff, during the year, to the as yet unsolved problems of com- 
plete conversion to Metropolitan water supply sources. It 
conferred with representatives of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, on these matters, in the hope of discovery of 
complete answers to the multitude of questions that must be 
answered before intelligent recommendations may be made 
by this Board to the town, for conclusive action. No ade- 
quate solution to the over-all problem was discovered during 
the year, either by this Board, or its staff, or by MDC, so 
that, on the whole, so far as progress in converting to MDC 
water supply sources is concerned, the status of numerous 
aspects of the matter are now as they formerly stood. The 
seasonal demands during 1946 in no wise met the heights 
that would have been indicative, in, say, ‘‘normal’’ years, of 
the MDC ability to supply what the town might need during 
peak consumption demand times; nor, conversely, could suff- 
ciently broad-and comprehensive flow tests and pressure con- 
stants be determined. Hence, at the year’s end, in the ab- 
sence of known facts, the Water Board is, of necessity, com- 
pelled to withheld any recommendation as to the relation- . 
ship of the town and the Metropolitan District Commission. 
It is essential that the accounting basis between the town 
and MDC be clarified, but this has not been resolved; like- 
wise that costs of connections and of meters, etc., be perfectly 
clear, beforehand; and, in this Board’s view, before it may 
see its way clear to recommend to the town the absolute 
abandonment of the town’s own source of water, it must be 
able to clearly show to the town that the town is not, in effect, 
becoming a sort of general partner in a large, over-all picture 
of huge debt structures where it may find itself falling heir, 
so to speak, to some portion of that debt, at the behest of 
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future legislation, or of a quite different interpretation of ex- 
isting laws. Indeed, there is more to the problem than meets 
the eye at a quick glance. Much remains to be done. 


The Board was represented at Legislative Hearings, during 
the year, by the Superintendent, the Registrar, and Town 
Counsel, and by its Chairman. It shall maintain the conti- 
nuity of its alert study until its final recommendations emerge 
from the existing fogs of uncertainty. 


During the year, the Department lost two of its former 
employees by death: 


Martin Ward and Daniel J. Fitzgerald. 


The following RESOLUTIONS stand upon the permanent 
records of the Board: 


“The Board learned, with sorrow, of the death of one of 
the pensioners: Martin Ward, a former member of the De- 
partment; 


“WHEREAS, Martin Ward joined the Department in 1924 
and worked loyally and well, until ill health forced his early 
retirement in disability as a veteran, and, 


“WHEREAS, to this Board’s knowledge, and to the eternal 

credit of the devoted wife who bore the family burdens so 
bravely from that time on, there were problems that were 
undoubtedly overwhelming to Mrs. Ward, 
_ “NOW, THEREFORE, as a mark of respect for the pass- 
ing of a former employee, Martin Ward, and in recognition 
of this Board’s admiration of the brave fortitude of his widow, 
on behalf of the bereaved family, . 

“BE IT RESOLVED: That this resolution be spread upon 
the records of this Board, and a copy thereof transmitted to 
the widow, with our deepest sympathy.” 


_ In June occurred the death of Mr. Fitzgerald. The follow- 
ing record appears: 

“WHEREAS: The death of Daniel J. Fitzgerald, on June 
16th, 1946, has taken from our midst a respected employee 
of this Department, and 

“WHEREAS: The years of service of Daniel J. Fitzgerald, 
as Fireman at the High Service Pumping Station, and his con- 
stant devotion to duty have earned for him the lasting re- 
spect and admiration of this Board, and of his fellow em- 
ployees, 


“NOW, THEREFORE, 


“BE IT RESOLVED: That there be incorporated in the 
permanent records of this Board, this resolution in recogni- 
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tion of the long and faithful service to the town and to this 
Department, of the late Daniel J. Fitzgerald, and that a copy 
of this resolution be transmitted to the family of the deceased.”’ 


The Board has been delighted to co-operate with the Park 
Department, during the year, by releasing to the latter, cer- 
tain lengths of fencing that were found no longer required by 
war emergency, at plant locations where it could be spared. 
The Park Department was thus spared the expense of pro- 
curing that which was, in effect, surplus to this Department. 


In anticipation of the probable needs of this Department, 
should the sewer rental be adopted by the town, and co-or- 
dinated with the water records, the Board recommends that 
the urgency of now providing the machinery to accomplish 
- the job be recognized by all concerned, in view of the long 
delay that must ensue, even now, between the time a pro- 
curement order is given, and the delivery of the materials and 
things ordered. This matter has wisely been given over to 
the Committee on Office Machines, which will report its finds 
in due season. 


Again, this year, the Board feels impelled to direct atten- 
tion to the excessive appropriations that stand of record, for 
1946. Under the sums set up for streets, in 1946, large 
amounts were rendered unusable by elimination of the streets 
concerned from the work schedules originally contemplated, 
but, perhaps inadvertently, at Town Meeting, the smaller 
sums involved were not substituted for the larger sums voted, 
so that there is an ostensible return of unexpended funds from 
that source in this year’s figures. It i8 well to record the fact 
that this Board had no control over the items mentioned, so 
far as the appropriation was concerned. 


Several of the long-tenure employees of this Department 
were retired during the year, by force of the mandatory 
statute effective July first, 1946. The Board here quotes from 
its record, concerning these faithful men: 


“In anticipation of the retirement of several of the employ- 
ees of this Department’s Labor Service, who have achieved 
the age of 65 and who have given twenty-five or more years 
of their service to this town, and who shall, by force of statute, 
be subject to retirement as of the first of JULY, 1946, this 
Board here desires to record its gratitude to them and to each 
of them for the long, arduous and unfailing service to this 
- Department and to the town they served so well. It is fitting 
to recall that those who work with their hands as well as 
their heads make a contribution that is no small portion of 
the ultimate success of public service enterprise, for, without 
their labor, without their willingness to take risks and to cal- 
culate what those risks mean to themselves and to others 
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there could be no public service enterprise, nor could there 
be a realization of the long years’ steady service of the facili- 
ties that were installed and maintained by their labors, more 
often than not without ever again being called back to make 
an adjustment of any kind. These men have learned the art 
of living with the things they fix into place beneath the 
ground; they have learned the pride of achievement in such 
things as lie concealed from the eyes and the minds of others; 
they have learned, and afford for those of us who carry on 
where they leave off their labors, that co-operation and team- 
work is the essence cf the Department’s success. That they 
go forth with the heartfelt respect of this Board and of all 
their cld associates, they know; and to that innate respect 
of their associates, for them and their work, mere words of 
commendation cannot add an iota of meaning. Yo them and 
to each of them, on behalf of the town, this Board and all 
their former associates, we send our gratitude and our best 
wishes for the enjoyment of the fruits of their retirement. 
The men whom we honor thusly are:

As a direct result of legislation enacted early in the year, 
(Chapter 55, Acts of 1946), the retirement of Lewis A. Gold- 
smith, Chief Engineer of High Service Pumping Station, be- 
came mandatory, as of June first, 1946. After a half century 
of service to the town, during which time Mr. Goldsmith rose 
through the ranks to become Chief Engineer at High Service 
Station, this Board knew his many talents truly and well. 
That he would gladly have continued in service had it been 
permissible by law, we have no doubt; and we are proud that 
practices established by him over the years shall themselves 
bespeak his worth, fer so long a time. as the station shall 
operate. We trust that Mr. Goldsmith shall enjoy, in his re- 
tirement, surcease from such day-long burdens as were his 
lot for so many years on the job. 


Charles J. McDonnell was appointed Chief Engineer at 
High Service Station, under Civil Service authorization, to 
succeed Mr. Goldsmith, as of June 1, 1946.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass. 
December 31, 1946. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 

Gentlemen: — I have the pleasure to submit the seventy- 
first annual report of the Superintendent for the year ending 
December 31, 1946. 

The activities of the Department may be briefly outlined 
as follows: 

The usual maintenance requirements were conducted this 
year under considerable difficulty, principally due to the short- 
age of many items necessary to such work, however, all the 
critical essentials to maintenance were completed before the 
close of the year. 

With the exception of hydrant installations in needed loca- 
tions the backlog of work, delayed by war restrictions, was 
eliminated. 

Contracts and commitments for trench work, cast iron 
materials, gate valves, wrought iron pipe and fittings, were 
still outstanding at the close of the year, a situation which 
required the holding over of sufficient sums of the 1946 appro- 
priations into 1947 to meet these requirements. At this 
writing notices have been received that many of the out- 
standing items are in transit. 


The following losses in personnel occurred during the year: 

John J. Rielly, filter operator, entered the Department on — 
June 29, 1925, and received a disability pension on May 27, 
1946. 

Daniel J. Fitzgerald, fireman at the High Service Station | 
who entered the Department on May 5, 1929, and died on 
June 15, 1946. | 

Joseph M. Murphy, skilled laborer, entered the Depart- 
ment on June 2, 1933, and received a disability ees on 
October 21, 1946. 

The following were pensioned on reaching the age limit © 
with the Department: 

Patrick J. Leary, foreman, 37 years with the Department. | 

Thomas Egan, skilled laborer, 34 years with the Depart- — 
ment. 

Denis O’Brien, skilled laborer, 32 years with the Depart- |

Patrick J. Walsh, skilled laborer, 28 years with the De-

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It is difficult to replace many of these men, in the prime of 
their usefulness, whose experiences and skills were outstanding. 

Lewis A. Goldsmith, chief engineer at the High Service 
Station, who had been continued in active service after his 
retirement in 1945, formally retired on June 1, 1946. Upon 
his retirement Charles J. McDonnell, Assistant Chief Eng- 
ineer, was appointed to Mr. Goldsmith’s position and was 
later qualified by the State Department of Civil Service. 

Sick leaves during the year were the highest on record and 
may be attributed to high cost of living and insufficient 
nourishment. | 

Safeguarding our plans and records against fire and water 
damages was assured by microfilming all vital material and 
the storing of the films in a fireproof vault which is located 
in our pipe shop. 


Supply 

Rainfall was well distributed until the first of October 
when only 3.5 inches of rain fell, up to December 21st and 
the total rainfall was recorded at our rain gauge station at 
35.78 inches, a deficit of 8.22 inches. This situation caused 
a drop in our ground water table and a subsequent drop in 
our pumpage yield. 

All of the tubular and gravel-packed wells were serviced 
and replacements made where necessary. 

Late in the summer the well fields and grounds around the 
station were cleared of weeds and undergrowth by burning. 


At the end of the year the wells and suction mains were 
in good condition. 


Filters 

Last summer the coke aeration tanks and sedimentation 
base were thoroughly cleaned. At regular intervals the filters 
were scraped and cleaned and resanded. 

Filter No. 3 developed a hard layer at the coarse gravel and 
it was overhauled and resanded to the normal grade. 

The open filters received the customary care. 

There has been little or no change in the character of our 
raw water and regular bacterial and chemical analyses of the 
final water, which is pumped to Brookline, discloses that our 
water continues the same high quality with its characteristic 
snap and sparkle. 


Pumping Stations 
With the exception of boiler No. 4 at the Low Service 
Station, the boilers and engines at both pumping stations are 
in good condition. During the ensuing year the customary 
work on arches, furnaces and settings will be necessary. 
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Boilers No. 2 and No. 3 at the Low Service Station were re- 
tubed during the year and it was fortunate that we were able 
to acquire the necessary labor and materials. 

A considerable amount of abandoned piping and fittings 
were cut out and removed from the No. 4 pump pit at the 
Low Service Station and the openings plugged, at the same 
time the gate valves, check valves and flanged joints were 
overhauled. -Coal strikes in April and November together 
with the railroad strike in May created some apprehension. 
However, since we usually carry a reserve of from two to 
three months’ supply on hand, we did not feel the effect of 
these situations except that we have been unable to build up 


our reserves. Last July the contract for furnishing coal to | 


the Low Service Station was awarded to the Sawtelle Coal 


Company at $9.75 per net short ton. This price represents 


an increase of 33% since the beginning of the war when the 
price was $6.30. | 

Last July, during a high consumption demand, the electric 
transformer at the auxiliary pumping station on Reservoir 
Road exploded while the 4 M.G.D. pumping unit was in op- 
eration. No damage was done to the station proper or 
equipment, and the Boston Edison Company made the re- 
placement promptly at no cost. The chain link fence erected 
around the High Service Station at the beginning of the war 
was given to the Park Department for use around play- 
grounds, included also was a short section of the fence in the 
rear of the Low Service Station. Pumping for the year to- 
taled 1,597,012,993 gallons by the Low Service Station, 
449,219,480 gallons by the High Service Station, and 34,410,- 
000 gallons by the auxiliary pumping station, making a total 
High Service pumpage of 483,629,480 gallons. 

These figures represent an increase of 4,535,320 gallons by 
Low Service and an increase of 7,840,866 gallons by High 
Service. | 

Certain maintenance work which was, of necessity, omitted 
during the last five years was resumed during the year. 


Further detailed information on the pumping stations may 
be found in the attached report by the chief engineers. 


Force Mains and Reservoirs 
Gauge houses and reservoir grounds received the usual 
attention, and rights of way for the force mains were checked 
from time to time for encroachments, all gate valves and 
blow-offs were operated and serviced. 


Distribution 


Operation of all main gate valves and sidewalk stops was 
completed and repairs, replacements, and adjustments were 
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made where necessary. Hydrants were serviced and painted, 
fire lines checked, and all emergency cross-connections were 
examined for violations. 


Leak inspections over the entire system were conducted 
quarterly. 

Hydrants located on narrow streets and at locations where 
they are likely to be plowed under with snow are marked by 
a six-foot steel rod, suitably painted, to facilitate the prompt 
finding by the Fire Department and our snow shovelers. We 
experienced considerable difficulty in obtaining cast iron ma- 
terials, gate valves and wrought iron pipe and it became appar- 
ent that delays up to eight months may be anticipated from 
the manufacturers. 


The Brandon Hall general alarm fire on April 26, created 
an abnormal demand on our Low Service system when during 
a four-hour period, approximately 34% million gallons of 
water were used. Pressure drops up to 40 pounds were re- 
corded on Gardner and University Roads while at the end of 
_ Westbourne Terrace a zero residual pressure existed at times. 


This situation demonstrated the need to change West- 
bourne Terrace over to the High Service system. Also it 
proved that our recommendation for M.D.C. metered con- 
nections at Buckminster Road and St. Mary’s Street were 
substantiated. 


Connections such as these together with the extension of a 
12” feeder main down Dean Road from Buckminster Road, 
with a cross-over at Beacon Street, will act as an additional 
secondary supply and if we abandon our local supply and 
convert to the M.D.C. supply in the future. 


Last July tests were conducted to simulate our conversion 
to the M.D.C. supply and these tests demonstrated the need 
for the connections and 12” extension outlined above, together 
with additional connections at Brookline Village and Warren 


at Lee Street. 


These connections will obviate the necessity for replacing 
many of our small mains with larger sized pipes as the popula- 
tion density in various sections of the town increase in the 


future. 


Test borings by our men from the well fields were made for 
the Park and Engineering Departments in Cleveland Road 
extension, Lyon Road and in the Municipal Golf Course. 


Advantage was taken of the widening and reconstruction of 
Short Street to replace the 6-inch main with an 8-inch size 
and thus augment the supply to Corey Hill. 
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Shops and Garages 


In the pipe shop at the close of the year we are low in 114” 
and 2’’ wrought iron service pipe, wrench tubes, wood block- 
ing, and hydrant replacement parts. However, it is expected 
that soon after the first of the year that the wrought iron 
pipe which was ordered earlier in the year will be delivered 
and also low-grade lumber for blocking. The pipe, soon after 
its arrival, will be plugged and lined with rosendale cement. 


The service shop contains the machine shop and carpenter 
shop, garage and stock rooms. Here our rolling stock is re- 
paired, painted and serviced. Screw cutting machines pre- 
pare the pipe and fittings for service pipe use. 

Perpetual inventories are kept of the many parts and fit- 
tings used in the work. The meter shop has worked some- 
what under a handicap this year because of the inability to 
obtain enough new meters to replace old and worn out meters, 
thus necessitating considerable parts replacement. In this 
shop meters are tested and serviced and a central filing sys- 
tem provides the history of each meter. This phase of our 
work is very important because much revenue is lost by the 
continued use of worn and failing meters. . 

During the yaer, 150 meters were junked, 529 were repaired, 
1,576 were tested. Of those repaired 13 were damaged by 
freezing and 10 by hot water caused by faulty hot water 
heaters. 

New meter deliveries are very much behind schedule and 
our reserve supply is low. A recent analysis of our meter 
accounts discloses that the coming year will require the re- 
moval and replacement of approximately twice as many 
meters as this year. 

The activities of this shop are on an efficient and technical 
scale as is evidenced by our water revenue. 


Extensions 


During the year new mains were laid in Cleveland Road 
Extension, Single Tree Road, Cabot Street and Lowell Lane. 
The 16” main in Single Tree Road will supplant the present 
12’’ main which is in a right of way through the Cabot Es- 
tate from Heath Street to the High Service Reservoir, and thus 
provides a greater carrying capacity and assures a straighter 
course. In the spring a 12’ main will be laid in Heath Street 
parallel to the present 10’’ main between Single Tree Road 
and the old 12” main through the Cabot Estate, thus also 
increasing our distribution facilities from the Reservoir. A 
new 8-inch main on Lowell Lane was purchased and trenched 
by the owners of the Amy Lowell property and a reimburse- 
ment to them will be requested at the March Town Meeting. 
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Early in the fall the Hancock Village Development started 
and an appropriation to cover our costs of laying street mains, 
service pipes and installing meters for approximately 530 
‘family units was voted at a special Town Meeting in No- 
vember. On the completion of this development it is esti- 
mated that our High Service consumption will be increased 
by at least 30%. It is fortunate that all recent street mains 
laid near this area were of sufficient capacity to handle this 
increased demand. 
However, as pressure residual tests are made later, it may 
be found that certain enlargements to our old mains may be 
necessary in the vicinity of Grove Street and Grassmere 
Road. It is felt that the long planned widening of South 
Street from Grove Street southerly will provide a remedy to 
any weakness at Grassmere Road where we propose to lay 
an additional 8’’ main parallel to the existing 6” main. 
At the end of the year considerable work in Hancock Village 
was in progress, most of the streets having been sub-graded, 
ledge excavation and building foundations were well along. 
It was necessary to exercise strict watch over our force 
mains to prevent breaking because they were laid shallow 
and in one section they are laid on artificial foundations in 
peat and clay. At this latter point the soft material was ex- 
cavated and bank run gravel substituted, thus securing our 
mains against settlement and subsequent fracture. 
The following work is proposed for 1947: 
1. Lyon Road, 8-inch main. 
2. Newton Street, new 6-inch main. 
3. Re-construction and widening of Cypress Street from 
Boylston to Washington Street. 

4. Dudley Street, new high service main from Fairmount 
Street to Warren Street for converting Welch Road to 
High Service. | 

5. Re-construction and widening of Webster Place. 

6. New fire lines to the following schools: 

Lawrence, Pierce Primary, Baldwin and Lincoln. 

Further details with reference to the year’s activities may 
be found in the appended report of Mr. Kenneth W. Robie, 
Assistant Superintendent.

The Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Massachusetts. 
Gentlemen: —- I respectfully submit the annual report of 
the Selectmen’s Agent for the Heating and Lighting Plant, 
for the year ending December 31, 1946. 


The condition of the plant is satisfactory and finds the 3 
years’ planned program completed. 


During the year the balance of the brick work to the set- 
tings, furnace and bridge walls to boilers No. 2 and No. 3 
were completed. 


Repair work on the Westinghouse steam electric unit was 
found to be much more than originally planned. When the 
unit was removed from the line and stripped it was disclosed 
that, in addition to new wrist pins, it was necessary to con- 
struct new piston rods, valve heads and guides, and re-bore 
the cylinder walls and fit cylinder sleeves. This unit is 40 
years old and because of its heavy construction and slow 
speed it should render economical service for many years to 
come. | 

Economies made possible by the reconstruction of com- 
bustion spaces and extensive insulation work should be fully 
realized at the end of this heating season. Comparison of 
these economies may be offset by the increasing cost of fuel 
oil. 

Thomas F. Feeley, plant engineer, who had served faith- 
fully at the plant for 34 years was retired on June 1, 1946. 
An engineer of the old school, his loss was keenly felt.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Teachers’ Salaries 


The teachers’ salary schedule adopted in 1945 — the first 
change since 1927 — has proved to be basically sound, but 
inadequate for rapidly changing conditions, both educational 
and economic. Its chief merits were, and are, that it elimi- 
nates the element of bargaining with a teacher to determine 
his initial salary; and it recognizes the value of training as 
well as experience, and of professional improvement after a 
teacher has attained his scheduled maximum salary. It rec- 
ognizes that there are experiences which do not lead to a 
degree but which should be regarded as its equivalent. And, 
by no means least important, it assures teachers whose attend- 
ance records have been good that, in the event of illness of 
long duration, they will, without special action by the Com- 
mittee, receive the full benefit of days of sick leave accumu- 
lated from their earlier years in Brookline. 


For a teacher with three years of experience the 1945 
entrance salary range was from $1,500 for a kindergarten 
teacher with no degree to $2,100 for a High School teacher 
with a Master’s degree, plus extra emergency compensation, 
which in 1946 amounted to $550.63. Maximum salaries for 
these two groups were $2,200, in the eleventh year of teaching 
for a kindergarten teacher without a degree, and $3,300, in 
the twentieth year of teaching, for a High School teacher 
with a Master’s degree. Extra emergency compensation 
was additional, of course. Furthermore, adjustments were 
fully made by September, 1946, so that no teacher then was 
receiving less than his scheduled salary, unless an increment 
had been withheld for cause. 

However, good teachers were rapidly leaving the teaching 
profession; salaries in other communities were advancing 
rapidly (in California the minimum salary was set by law at 
$2,400 for a teacher without previous experience); and an 
aroused public sentiment for better pay for teachers was re- 
flected in innumerable editorials, magazine articles, and radio 
addresses. The National Education Association advocated 
a salary range of $2,400 to $5,000 for classroom teachers, and 
was supported by those who feared deterioration in the quality 
of public education and a consequent breakdown in our demo- 
cratic society. 

We reported one year ago that while the new schedule 
appeared to be approved by the teachers and by the Town, 
its adequacy for the future would depend upon conditions 
which could not be predicted with certainty. One of those 
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conditions proved to be an increase in the cost of living of 

more than 50 per cent above the 1935-1939 level. This re- 
sulted in a dollar which would buy, at best, only as much as 
65 cents would buy in 1939. The Town’s excellent system 
of extra emergency compensation, tied to changing living 
costs, proved to be much fairer to elementary school teachers 
than to High School teachers, administrators and supervisors, 
and for these latter groups, many of whom were men with 
families, some relief became just and necessary. The increas- 
ing cost of the necessities of life, including professional necessi- 
ties, far outran the salary increases which had been granted. 


When, therefore, the Teachers Club suggested the desir- 
ability of a $600 increase for all, the School Committee felt 
_ that a percentage increase would be preferable and approved 
increases in maximum salaries of from 14 to 25 per cent, 
and corresponding adjustments throughout the schedule, 
effective January 1, 1947. Every teacher in service in De- 
cember, 1946, was granted a minimum increase of $300 (except 
in one case where the maximum was reached with a lesser 
amount). The average increase was $465. These amounts 
cannot be paid until the necessary appropriation has been 
made, which we hope the Town Meeting will find pleasure in © 
doing in March. 

Pensions 


The School Committee’s petition to the General Court for 
authority to pay a pension of $750 to those retired teachers 
who had been receiving $500 was granted, as recorded in 
Chapter 476 of the Acts of 1946. 


Another law, Chapter 559, also of the Acts of 1946, author- 
ized an increase of 20 per cent in the pensions of those retired 
employees whose pensions had not been increased by any 
other legislation during the year, provided the total pension 
as increased did not exceed $1,000. This benefited four re- 
tired janitorial workers but no teachers. There remain, 
however, certain injustices which should be removed, and we 
are seeking remedial legislation in the current session of the 
Great and General Court. 


Building Requirements 


Anticipating that conditions may be favorable to building 
in 1948, we have re-examined the needs and find that the 
North Wing of the High School is the one now most urgent. 
The necessity for this addition has been explained repeatedly 
during the past 15 years, and the need was verified in 1937 
by the Committee of Five, under the Chairmanship of Judge 
Harold P. Williams, appointed as a result of action in the 
Town Meeting of February 2, 1937. 
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An architect’s preliminary plans, which we find generally 
satisfactory, have been in existence since 1936; and as a re- 
sult of recent conferences with the Town’s Building Com- 
mission, the firm of Kilham, Hopkins and Greeley, architects 
for sections of the High School erected since 1920, has been 
asked to complete its preliminary plans to a point where a 
reasonable estimate of the cost of erecting the North Wing 
can be determined. We now are asking for a special appro- 
priation of $35,000 to enable the plans to be completed so 
that bids may be secured for the erection of this remaining 
part of the High School plant, which will be devoted largely 
to physical education facilities. 


In March the Town provided $2,500 to make possible a 
study of population trends and other significant data that | 
will enable the School Committee to recommend with assur- 
ance whatever modifications or additions to school plant are 
needed in that part of the Town now served by the Driscoll, 
Runkle, and Heath Schools. That study is under way and 
will be concluded by the middle of 1947. Fortunately the 
Committee has on its staff two persons with experience in 
making surveys of this nature: Dr. Rexford Souder, Assist- 
ant Superintendent of Schools, and John K. Moulton, teacher 
of mathematics at the High School. Mr. Moulton, who 
assisted in the recent survey of the Boston schools, is now 
studying the geographic area under consideration, and is de- 
fining the characteristics of the population and the use of the 
land in this area. From this information he and Dr. Souder, 
who participated in the Survey of the Pittsburgh Public Schools 
in 1940, will define the existing school facilities in relation to 
the apparent needs and will describe the financial require- 
ments of the additional facilities needed. 


In 1947 we plan to install sprinkler systems and connections 
to the Town fire alarm system in the Baldwin, Lawrence, 
Lincoln, and Pierce Primary School buildings, and are re- 
questing a special appropriation of $48,000 for this purpose. 
With the completion of this work, the program of school- 
building protection begun in 1937 will have been accom- 
plished. 


Playgrounds Near School Buildings 


The Edith C. Baker School with 114 acres of Town-owned 
land is the only one of our schools which can be said to have 
an adequate playground. Other elementary school grounds 
contain from 14 to 6 acres, which were throught to be sufficient 
30 to 50 years ago but cannot now be regarded as large enough 
for a modern educational program, in which the physical 
well-being of all the children must be considered. 
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It appears to be prohibitively expensive to increase the 
size of most school playgrounds by taking adjoining land, 
much of which is occupied by buildings. There is, however, 
an opportunity for increasing the size of the Devotion School 
grounds somewhat as indicated in plans recently shown to 
us by the Recreation Commission, Board of Park Commission- 
ers, Planning Board, and a Special Committee appointed by 
the School Committee to study recreational grounds. These 
plans we approve but we would not approve the use as a school 
playground of any land not adjacent to a school building. 


The obsolescence of school buildings and the relocation of 
the school population will make necessary the construction 
of new school houses in the future. When the time comes for 
such construction the adequacy of the playgrounds as well 
as of the buildings should be considered by the Town. 


The New England School Development Council 


During the year our School Committee joined with 40 or 
more other school committees in New England to form the 
New England School Development Council. This organi- 
zation of cooperating school systems has for its purpose the 
study of common problems and the advancement of public 
education in the New England Area. 


At meetings in May and in July, members of our Committee, 
as well as the Superintendent of Schools, met with members 
of other school committees and superintendents of schools to 
consider educational matters of current concern. They were 
led by the Commissioner of Education of the United States, 
the Commissioners of Education of the New England States, 
the Executive Secretary of the American Association of School 
Administrators, the Chairman of the School Committee of 
East Greenwich, Rhode Island, and the Superintendent of 
Schools of New Rochelle, New York. 


Current information regarding salary trends and pertinent 
facts about post-secondary education in New England were 
made available by the Council at a time when they were 
particularly useful. Because of our membership, Brookline 
teachers have an opportunity to join with those in other school 
systems in a study of outstanding school practices. 


Tuition Rates 


For many years children from outside the Town have at- 
tended our schools, and their parents have paid the estab- 
lished tuition rates. Since 1928 these have been $116 a year 
for a pupil in an elementary school and $160 a year for one 
enrolled in the High School. Beginning in September, 1946, 
the rates were raised to $150 for elementary school tuition 
and $200 for instruction in the High School. No charge has 
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ever been made, however, for the instruction of children who 
reside in the Charlestown Navy Yard or the Chelsea Naval 
Hospital. 


This year there are 119 tuition pupils attending the follow- 
ing schools: High, 60; Baker, 4; Baldwin, 3; Devotion, 16; 
Driscoll, 21; Heath, 1; Lawrence, 1; Runkle, 13. The income 
to the Town from this source during the school year 1946— 
47 is estimated to be $20,850; and, because the non-resident 
pupils are widely distributed throughout the schools and 
grades, the additional expense for teachers, textbooks, and 
supplies is slight. 

The desire of many parents to send their children to our 
schools at their own expense seems to us to be evidence of the 
high regard in which the Brookline schools are held. 


Retirement of Mary Adams 


On the first day of September, Mary Adams completed 50 
years of faithful and productive service to the public schools 
of Brookline. Both the number and importance of her duties 
increased greatly during those 50 years as she advanced to the 
position of Executive Secretary and Secretary to the School 
Committee. 


As Executive Secretary she assisted the Superintendent of 
Schools in many ways, in both the professional and the busi- 
ness aspects of his work. She attended to matters of adminis- 
trative routine, answered inquiries from persons desiring 
authoritative information, arranged for the services of sub- 
stitute teachers, prepared the teachers’ payroll and reports 
for the Teachers’ Retirement Board, authorized the use of 
school buildings by outside organizations, and scrutinized 
meets reports to make sure that all needful action had been 
taken. ; 


In her capacity as Secretary to the School Committee, to 


which position she was first elected in 1929, she attended 
meetings of the School Committee and of its subcommittees, 
kept records, prepared dockets, and notified those concerned 
with action taken by the Committee. She served the School 
Committee and the Superintendent of Schools, not as individ- 
uals, but as officials to whom had been entrusted great re- 
sponsibilities in which she was privileged to share. It should 
be said of her that loyalty to the cause of public education in 
Brookline was her outstanding characteristic. Our Superin- 


tendent of Schools, the fourth with whom Miss Adams had — 
worked, has stated, ‘‘I can say with confidence that my prede-_ 


cessors would agree with me in saying that no teacher ever 
served his pupils more fervently than Miss Adams has served 
the children of Brookline.”’ 
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Central Office Reorganization 

The Superintendent of Schools is, as everyone knows, the 
executive officer of the School Committee and as such sees 
that the state laws relating to education and the policies and 
decisions of the School Committee are carried out. In addi- 
tion he directs the professional program of education and rep- 
resents the School Committee in dealing with principals, 
teachers, and all other employees, with parents, pupils, and 
the general public. Still further, he reports frequently to the 
School Committee concerning conditions in the schools and 
makes timely recommendations for the advancement of 
education locally. 

To render the best possible service the Superintendent of 
Schools should reserve for himself only those duties which 
cannot be delegated to others. Chief among these is his direct 
relationship to the School Committee and to the people of 
Brookline. Equally necessary is his responsibility for con- 
-sultation with those members of the staff who are directly 
- responsible to him. Until September these were, in the central 
office, the Director of Child Placement, the Medical Director, 
the Business Agent, the Supervisor of Attendance, and the 
Supervisor of Maintenance. Others directly responsible to 
him are the Headmaster of the High School, the school princi- 
pals, and directors of instruction with reference to those 
problems which concern more than one school. His third 
responsibility is the selection, in-service training, transfer, 
and recommendation for reappointment, promotion, or dis- 
missal of the members of the teaching staff. In this he has 
the assistance of principals and directors, but the final re- 
sponsibility for recommendations to the School Committee is 
his. Aman who performs those duties well will not have time 
or energy for much more. If he must devote any substantial 
portion of his time to administrative routine, he will be obliged 
to neglect, to some extent, the fulfillment of his most impor- 
tant functions. 

In a school system of the size and quality of the Brookline 
system, we feel that there should be an Assistant Superin- 
tendent of Schools to share with the Superintendent some of 
the essential responsibilities of administration. Accordingly, 
we have created this position and have appointed as the first 
incumbent Rexford Souder, during the past five years 
Administrative Assistant and Director of Research in the 
public schools of San Diego, California. Dr. Souder received 
the degree of B. S. from Glassboro State Teachers College in 
1935, the degreee of A.M. from Teachers College, Columbia 
University in 1937, and the degree of Ed.D. from Columbia 
University in 1941. He assumed his new position at the be- 
ginning of November. Chief among his duties will be the 
program of instruction, including subjects to be offered,

modified or discontinued, courses of study (their preparation, 
use, and revision), textbooks, methods and results. He will 
have certain other duties, principally the direction of adult 
education and the making of such investigations and reports 
as the welfare of the schools may require. He will, of course, 
act as Superintendent of Schools in the absence of the Superin- 
tendent. , 
With the Superintendent of Schools concentrating on the 
teaching staff, the Assistant Superintendent on the program 


of instruction, and the Director of Child Placement on pupil © 


progress, we should have a well-organized central office pro- 
fessional staff that can advance education abundantly in 
Brookline. 


Headmaster of the High School 


In March, Wilfred H. Ringer, who had. been Headmaster 


of the High School since September, 1931, informed us of his 
intention to retire; and in June he completed 15 years of 


faithful service to the High School, during which period he was — 
President of the National Association of Secondary School — 
Principals; President of the New England Association of | 


Colleges and Secondary Schools, and a member of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the College Entrance Examination 
Board. The School Committee, the members of the teaching 
staff and townspeople generally wish Mr. Ringer much success 
and deep happiness as Professor of Education at Tufts Cellege, 


from which he received an A.B. degree in 1908 and an honorary © 


A.M. degree in 1938. 
After a most thorough search, both within and without our 


school system, we invited Robert G. Andree, ‘Principal of the | 


High School at Oneonta, New York, to become Headmaster 
of Brookline High School. He assumed his duties on July 


1. Dr. Andree received the degree of A.B. from Calvin | 
College in 1933, the degree of A.M. from the University of | 


Michigan in 1937, and the degree of Ed.D. from Harvard 
Graduate School of Education in 1942. 


Organization of the School Committee 


Arthur W. Brannen, George E. Hills, and Viola R. Pinanski 
were re-elected by the Town to serve until March, 1949. Mr. 
Hills is now in his 13th year of service (his 8th as Chairman), 
Mrs. Pinanski in her 11th, and Mr. Brannen in his 4th. Dr. 
James A. Hennessey, who had been on military leave of ab- 
sence since June 22, 1943, returned to active service on the 


Committee on March 18, replacing Gertrude Z. Hennessey, — | 


who had been serving as his military substitute since April 
16, 1945. 

At its organization meeting following the Town election in 
March, the School Committee re-elected George E. Hills as 
Chairman. It appointed the usual subcommittees and con- 
tinued the recently created Subcommittee on Veterans’ Affairs. 
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In September, Helen V. O’Brien, member of the central 
office staff since 1923 and Business Agent since 1925, was 
elected Secretary of the School Committee in addition to her 
duties as Business Agent.

In addition, the School Committee has voted to request 
the Town to appropriate $200,571 to be expended for increased 
compensation in lieu of extra emergency compensation in 
case the Town does not continue to make a special appro- 
priation for the purpose. 

The School Committee has found it necessary to increase 
by 20% the per capita allowance for textbooks and by 40% 
the per capita allowance for educational supplies. The cost 
of laundry services, particularly for towels used in the gym- 
nasiums, has increased markedly; but it is expected that within 
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a year there will be available to the School Committee a low- 
cost service resulting from the installation of new laundry 
equipment by the Recreation Commission.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A Modern School System 

Facing the future with a zeal characteristic of those who 
have emerged from a severe testing period and have not lost 
their zest for life nor their faith in youth, we in this first post- 
war year are applying ourselves to the task of re-creating a 
modern school system. Not that the Brookline system has | 
ever been other than modern in purpose and in performance, 
but rather that schools which merely repeat the good teaching 
of yesterday are not good enough for today. 

With this tenet in mind we are bending our efforts towards 
making a strong teaching staff even stronger, a good educa- 
tional program even more productive, and an effective child 
service even more successful in ensuring for every individual 
the optimum of educational profit as he passes through our 
schools. Yet even these accomplishments will not satisfy us: 
we must extend and improve our services to adults through 
appropriate educational offerings, and we must do better in 
accounting to the people of Brookline concerning our use of 
the opportunities with which we have been provided. 


High School Administration 


The coming, on July 1, of Dr. Robert G. Andree as Head- 
master of the High School has marked the beginning of a new 
era of inspiring leadership. It was evident to the Headmaster 
that new emphases in several areas were needed to increase 
unity and understanding among staff members. He there- 
fore inaugurated experimental changes in meetings of the 
faculty, of the housemasters, and of the department heads. 
Meetings of these groups are now held monthly — except the 
housemasters, who meet bi-weekly — and the thinking of 
the staff is directed to interests which are allied to public 
education as well as to those of immediate concern to our local 
schools. Such subjects as physical health and mental health 
in their relation to school failures, and the work of such in- 
stitutions as the Judge Baker Foundation and the Brookline 
Friendly Society have been discussed under the direction of 
qualified leaders. . The Headmaster’s Advisory Council of 
six members, elected by the housemasters, department heads 
and homeroom teachers, was inaugurated in the fall and has 
been a potent means of increasing understanding and pro- 
moting desirable school practices. 


College Placement 
Because of the return from military service of large numbers 
of men who desired to continue their education, the opportuni- 
ties for admission to college of those who were graduated from 
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high schools in 1946 were sharply restricted. In fact, I 
cannot recall a time when competition for places in our post- 
secondary institutions has been so keen. 


When the High School closed in June, it appeared that 
there might be as many as 100 who, through no fault of their 
own nor of the School, might not be able to gain admission 
to college in the fall. Due principally to the untiring energy 
of Robert H. Mitchell, our Guidance Counselor (who worked 
practically all summer during his own vacation period), more 
than 100 college acceptance notices were received by last 
year’s graduates after July 1, and in the end there were only 
11 (a normal number) who, desiring admission to college, were 
accepted by none. There were, admitted to college or other 
advanced institutions, 224 out of 235 applicants, and at least 
20 colleges which had not in recent years (if ever) received 
our graduates admitted them in 1946. 


A study of section 7 of the statistical report (pages 306-312) 
will repay the effort. 


Guidance Activities 


The Headmaster and Guidance Counselor have reported 
the following procedures by which they are improving the 
comprehensive data furnished to the colleges on behalf of our 
applicants: 


1. All records are photographed, thereby saving much cleri- 
cal time and insuring accuracy without the necessity of 
detailed checking. 


2. Each senior is evaluated, usually by a teacher who knows 
him well. A work sheet is provided to show all possible 
sources of information about the student. The teacher 
interviews other teachers, the housemaster, and the 
student; reviews all the records; and then writes a letter 
_of recommendation. These are reviewed by the house- 
master, Director of Guidance, Dean of Girls, and by the 
Headmaster. A copy of the approved letter is sent to 
any college requesting it, or to a prospective employer. 


3. Seniors interested in particular colleges are introduced 
to college representatives in group and individual inter- ° 
views. Summaries of all group meetings are mimeo- 
graphed and become the basis for guidance bulletins to 
homeroom teachers and other youth counselors. Five 
have already been completed. 


4. There are four ‘college forum” meetings for college- 
bound seniors, and four for the college-bound members 
of the third-year house where questions are asked freely 
and answered authoritatively. 
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The Headmaster and the Guidance Counselor report five 
objectives of guidance service. The first goal relates to 
students. Through descriptions in assemblies and through 
the guidance interview itself, attempts have been made to 
expand understanding of guidance and a knowledge of the 
ways in which the Guidance Counselor can be used. Possibly 
in response to this interpretation, the number of students and 
parents using the service has multiplied. During the last 
four months of 1946, the Guidance Counselor held more than 
800 interviews with students, parents, and veterans, lasting 
from ten minutes to one and one-half hours. To these con- 
tacts must be added dozens of telephone calls in follow-up 
work of one sort or another. 


Only less important is the second aim of helping parents to 
understand the functions of guidance in relation to their 
children and of drawing them into a working partnership. 
Again and again there has been a mutually recognized need 
for helping parents and their sons and daughters toward a 
common understanding in important life-areas, such as the 
adolescent’s recreational needs, emotional conflicts and re- 
quirements, vocational limitations and possibilities. In these 
interviews it has become increasingly clear that parents are 
vitally concerned with the whole process of education and its 
aftermath, and are anxious for the opportunity available 
through the medium of the guidance office to explain their 
dilemmas and examine ways and means of meeting their prob- 
lems in free discussion. 


A third goal is the development of helpful material and 
practical suggestions from students who wish to work as soon 
as they have finished high school. In so large a student body, 
one is concerned about the probable number of boys and girls 
who simply drift into any job with a wage attached. This is 
an enormous problem for our civilization as a whole, and 
techniques have yet to be worked out for meeting it locally. 
The way is suggested through the use of ability tests and per- 
sonality estimates, but these are far from perfected in relation 
to the individual boy or girl whose happiness in life will be 
greatly enhanced by finding happiness in his work. Such 
students as have sought help have been given whatever objec- 
tive and reliable evaluations have been available, and thereby 
helped to come to their own decisions. 


A fourth aim is the casting out of lines to many different 
colleges, not only in the crowded Eastern institutions, but 
also the Mid-Western and Western schools. In pursuance 
of this aim, the Counselor has talked with or written to rep- 
resentatives of a number of different types of colleges, and 
has invited Directors of Admission to visit Brookline and 
talk on special features of their institutions; these meetings 
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are attended by interested students and such school personnel 
as wish to be present. Through the improved insight thus 
gained into characteristics of the various institutions, the 
Counselor is better able to find the college that will best enable 
the student to achieve all-round growth. Of course, it must 
be said that such an ideal goal can be only approximated 
during these days of unprecedented demands on the colleges. 

Allied to this work is the attempt to reach scholarship- 
offering groups, invite them to discuss their policies with the 
students, and subsequently to direct suitable applicants to- 
ward scholarship sources. 

The fifth aim is the extension of the guidance service con- 
tacts with social agencies.. Through a working relationship 
with these groups, the Counselor has been able to work with 
additional insight into the needs of some of our students. 


Testing to Supplement Marks 


The exacting Brookline standards and our use of the cus- 
tomary letter marks suggest that some additional interpreta- 


tion should be given to colleges. One plan, which we believe 


trustworthy, involves the administration of objective tests 
based on national standards. Such tests are now given to 
selected groups of seniors. Colleges having the results are 
able to judge the ability of the youth as compared with candi- 
dates from other high schools. Since Brookline students 
may be expected to rate high on these tests, the additional 
information is an excellent supplement to our present marking 
system. 


Veterans’ Education 


The High School has assumed the responsibility for the 
secondary education of veterans, whether they are enrolled 
during the school day or are in the late afternoon or evening 
sessions. The latter groups are members of the Veterans’ 
Regional High School, formerly housed in the Massachusetts 
School of Art on Brookline Avenue in Boston. The expenses 
of instruction are paid from federal funds disbursed by the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. The classrooms, 
heat, light, and janitor service are provided by the Town. 

In the regular high schcol session 51 are enrolled: 16 post- 
graduates desiring refresher work, 23 candidates for gradua- 
tion in June, 1947, and 12 others. In the Regional High 
School there are 130, of whom 70 are residents of Boston. 
There are 62 high school graduates. In addition there are 
40 seeking to qualify for the High School Equivalency Certifi- 
cate issued by the Massachusetts Department of Education, 
and 28 candidates for a diploma from Brookline High School. 

It seems unlikely that there will be many veterans enrolled 
in the High School after this year, and the Regional High 
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School, having served a valuable purpose, will soon disappear. 

Veterans who were formerly students in our High School 
and who have earned diplomas through work and study while 
in the armed forces now number 60. Last June, 24 diplomas 
were awarded to men who were scheduled for graduation in 
1935 to 1945, inclusive. 


National Scholarship Award 


Elaine P. Tanner on graduation day was awarded the first 
prize in the Elks’ National Scholarship Award “for general 
excellence in scholarship, achievement in extra-curricular 
work, leadership among her fellow students, perseverance and 
resourcefulness, and other admirable characteristics.” She 
was at the head of her class in schclarship, having received 
A in every subject studied in her four years at High School. 


Extra-Class Activities 


Extra-class activities of youth are a vital part of their total 
education, particularly at the high school age. Thirty clubs, 
each with a faculty adviser, provide many interesting and 
valuable experiences for boys and girls. In addition; there 
are several programs during the year for parents and their 
children. Some teas are presented by each house, sometimes 
independently and sometimes through the Girls’ League. 
Other social activities for youth include class parties, formal 
and informal dances, pep rallies, extra club meetings, various 
house activities, and associations in sports, about which more 
will be said later. 


A special word must be said about assemblies. Fewer © 


outside speakers are in evidence, and much more student 
participation is encouraged. Assemblies for one house only 
are the rule, although a house will on occasion invite another 
to share a program. Student talent assemblies and others 
designed to fit the needs of an individual house aid greatly 
in the development of boys and girls. 


During the past three seasons the football team repre- 
sentating the High*School has achieved an outstanding record 
in the field of interscholastic competition. Within that period 
the team has been victorious 23 times in 27 contests. In 
1945 and again in 1946 the State Class ‘“‘B’’ Championship 
was won by our High School. 


While building this remarkable athletic reecea many of the 
squad members were achieving high scholastic honors as well. 
They have been actively engaged in dramatics, debating, the 
musical organizations, the marshal force and the student 
government. In a word, they have become the real leaders 
of student activities at the High School. 
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On the rolls of the class of 1946 we find the names of several 
outstanding student-athletes who rank with the best that 
have been graduated from Brookline High School. Harold 
Jay Moffe was an all-scholastic football and baseball player, 
an honor roll student for four years and a recipient of the 
George Bradburn Schick Cup for athletics and scholarship. 
He is now attending Harvard University. Murray Pearl- 
stein was captain of the track team, a State dash champion, 
and a leader in the Student Council. At the present time 
he is attending Middlebury College. Allen MacDonald was 
an outstanding football player and a member of the marshal 
force. Now he is enrolled at Harvard University. Dana 
Estes played football and hockey, was President of Shailer 
House for two years, and a member of the marshal force. 
He is a student at Harvard University, which has granted 
him a scholarship. 

At present we have one of the most distinguished senior 
classes in the long history of the School. The president of 
the senior house is Stephen Feinberg, an honor student, captain 
of baseball, and a member of the football team. John Kirrane 
- and Joseph O’Connor, honor students, were the co-captains 
of the championship football team. Roger. Aeschliman was 


and a member o of. ‘the marshal force. phe prescient of the 

udent Council is Louis McGarry, who was also the quarter- 
back of the football team. Finally Peter Coyne, an out- 
standing linesman during the past season, is also an honor 
student. 

This report would be lacking if the observation were not 
made that there are many other sports activities that are the 
result of a carefully planned, comprehensive program. Such 
additional activities as intramural baseball and football are 
part of this program. Girls’ activities include field hockey, 
swimming, golf, horseback riding, tennis, basketball, archery, 
gym team, and softball. In these there is reasonable partici- 
pation by large numbers of pupils. 

Sports, however, are not the only interscholastic activities. 
Student Council delegates have been sent to area meetings 
of student council members at Beverly, Massachusetts, and 
at Concord, New Hampshire. Student publications have 
been represented in area conferences, and debates with Rox- 
bury Memorial High School for Boys and the Boston Public 
Latin School are scheduled to take place during the current 
school year.

Biology Night 


Irving C. Keene came to us from Watertown during the 
past school year to teach biology. So great was his enthus- 
iasm and his skill in interesting students in the subject that 
in Junea Biology Night was held in the Municipal Gymnasium 
with 2,500 townspeople present. It was “The First Annual 
Biology Night,’’ Mr. Keene said. 


In Mr. Keene’s own words, “Students of biology have an 
opportunity to concentrate on one phase of the biological 
sciences in which they are vitally interested. We try to 
guide them in selecting a project which may lead to a hobby 
or aid them in their life’s work. 


“We place a list of about 250 possible projects on the 
bulletin board in the laboratory during the second week of 
school. Everything is done to make the pupils feel free in 
selecting a project in which they are most interested. For 
example, this year we have one boy who plans to become a 
state conservationist. He is taking as his project ‘Massa- 
chusetts Conservation Problems.’ A girl plans to become a 
beautician; so she has selected ‘Skin and Cosmetics’ as her 
project. A boy very much interested in photography selects 
“Nature Photography.’ 


“Once they have selected their projects, they gather in- 
formation at the local libraries, through correspondence with 
authorities in their field, and through personal interviews. 
It is surprising how cooperative most people are in aiding 
these young people in their quest for knowledge. 


“In April, after condensing all the information collected, 
they write reports of their findings in true scientific procedure. 
Their reports run in length from 3,000 to 25,000 words. Some > 
students value their reports so highly that they have them — 
bound by a book binder. 


“On the first Monday in June, in the school gymnasium, 
the students presented an exhibit of their research. The > 
exhibit attracted college professors and outstanding authori- 
ties in many fields, as well as educators from many school 
systems in nearby cities and towns. One biology teacher > 
brought a bus load of her students from the western part of | 
the state. | 


“The Brookline High School Biology Club sponsors the | 
exhibition. The members plan the layout of the exhibits” 
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in the exhibition hall, take care of publicity and send out the 
invitations. Each one acts as a counselor to five exhibitors. 
The training they receive in planning and working with their 
fellow students is of great value to them. 


‘There are so many benefits other than personal knowledge 
of their subject which our biology students receive from this 
activity that we have found Biology Night most worth while.”’ 


The National Science Teachers Association and the Na- 
tional Association of Biology Teachers, both affiliated with 
the American Association for the Advancement of Science, 
invited 18 of our students to present their biology project 
exhibits at the convention held in Boston from December 27 
to 30. | 

Ten of the biology students appeared before the National 
Science Teachers Association, which met at the Massachusetts 
College of Pharmacy. More than 350 science teachers from 
all over the country saw the exhibits and heard each student 
explain the work which he or she had carried on throughout 
the school year. The eight remaining students appearing 
before the National Association of Biology Teachers met at 
the Hotel Bradford. Pictures of three of the exhibitors were 
on the front page of the December 29th issue of the Boston 
Herald. 

The students made such a fine impression that we have 
been asked to write articles concerning the nature of this 
educational activity for three national science teachers’ 
journals. For commendable participation, each student was 
presented a certificate by both associations. 


The Work in Speech Arts 


Last year the creation of a High School Department of 
Speech Arts was recorded in the School Committee’s report. 
Samuel B. Gould, the head of that Department, has indicated 
some of the more important values and accomplishments of 
the first year. . 

“The Speech Arts program,” he writes, “has a truly im- 
portant part to play in the life of every high school student. 
It should help him to make the most of himself as an individual 
through his development of correct mental attitudes and 
processes, graceful visible action, a pleasing voice, and ade- 
quate oral language. It should help him to create the correct 
face-to-face relationships with his friends and neighbors, to 
make himself clearly understood, to express his convictions 
effectively but not offensively. It should help him in the 
preparation for civic responsibility and for winning recogni- 
tion in his vocation. It should help him to discover and en- 
joy the finest creative works which the theatre, the motion 
pictures, and the radio have to offer. Our credo, therefore, 
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should be, ‘Speech for all students at all stages of development.’ 
This means training for those handicapped in speech, for 
those with normal ability, for those with superior ability, and 
for all students in all speech activities arising in the life of 
the school, the home, and the community. 

“During the year 1946-1947, the Department offered eight 
one-period full year courses and four four- period semester cours- 
es on a credit basis, plus individualized study in Corrective 
Speech for which no credit was given. Classes were formed 
in all but one of the courses offered. The titles of the courses 
taught are as follows: 


One-Period Subjects 


Essential Elements of Speech 
Extemporaneous Speaking 
Public Discussion 

Fundamentals of Argumentation 
Background for Radio Listening 
Techniques of Acting 
Appreciation of Motion Pictures 


Four-Period Subjects 
Radio Script Writing 
Radio Program Production 
Great Plays of the Past 
Great Plays of the Present 


“The total enrollment on January 1, 1946, before the De- 
partment of Speech Arts was organized, was 160; the total 
enrollment for 1946-1947 is 315, or an increase of 96.8 per 
cent. With a total school enrollment of approximately 2,000, 
it is obvious that we are not yet approaching our goal of 
‘Speech for all students at ail stages of development’.” 

“In June the Headmaster sent letters to 92 colleges and 
universities enclosing an outline of the Speech Arts program 
and asking whether or not they were willing to give credit 
for these courses toward college entrance. Because the college 
year was ending, only 36 institutions replied. The Head- 
master plans to send another letter this year at a more aus- 
picious time and to an even larger number. A breakdown 
of the 36 replies shows five refusals (all from women’s colleges), 
three acknowledgments with a decision to come later, and 28 
acceptances of varying types. This constitutes approximately 
78 per cent of acceptance by the institutions replying. The 
general trend is toward acceptance of the four- period courses 
rather than any combination of fractional units.’ 

Speaking of extra-class activities in speech, Mr. Gould 
notes, ‘““The Dramatics Society has undergone a complete 
reorganization and a change of policy this year. The Society 
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has an active membership of approximately 175 students 
selected from all houses except the incoming one. Members 
of the incoming house are eligible to participate ina Dramat- 
ics Workshop, which meets weekly. The Dramatics Society 
membership is divided into five groups, each with faculty 
guidance. These groups are Acting, Costumes and Prop- 
erties, Art and Scenery, Publicity and Sales, and Electrical 
and Stage. The new policy involves the presentation of four 
plays annually, two major and two minor productions. The 
minor productions are so named because they are open only to 
students who have never before participated in a high school 
play. Furthermore, these productions are chosen to attract 
an audience from the elementary schools as well as from the 
High School itself. The Society is participating this year 
for the first time in the State Drama Festival, thus giving 
the members an opportunity to see what other high school 
groups are doing. Still another activity of the Society which 
needs steady and constant development is that of playgoing. 
A concerted effort is being made to interest members and 
non-members in current professional theatre productions 
and in many cases to secure reduced rates for performances. 
The response thus far has been excellent. We need to take 
very seriously the responsibility for developing an apprecia- 
tion for the theatre among a majority of our students. Ihave 
talked with several theatre managers concerning their share 
in this responsibility, and since they were responsive, I hope 
I have planted a seed which will germinate soon. The 
Dramatics Society makes still another contribution to the 
school in that it is the annual donor of four hundred dollars 
in scholarships to werthy students of the graduating class. 


“The J. Murray Prize Speaking, an annual event for many 
years, is being maintained in the form instituted in 1943. 
The program is arranged to provide for contests in three 
types of speech: declamation, original selections, and extem- 
poraneous speaking. It is my policy to keep paramount the 
exhibitive rather than the competitive elements of this event, 
and I shall therefore keep the program flexible enough to in- 
troduce or substitute occasionally new phases of speech 
activity. 


“Debating is a speech activity which can do much to foster 
clear thinking and persuasive power. The Debating Society 
has been thoroughly reorganized this year and is operating 
efficiently. An extensive and well-defined program has been 
instituted with an opportunity for virtually all of the sixty 
members to participate. Three interscholastic debates and 
five intramural debates have been scheduled for the year. 
It will take some time to develop the students’ skill in de- 
bating techniques to the point where they have high-grade 
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teams, but the enthusiastic response thus far has been most 
heartening. 

“Radio work has taken a decided step forward. The Radio 
Club, which was more or less inactive during the war years, 
has been revived with a membership of approximately fifty 
students. It is meeting regularly and is carrying on radio 
writing and broadcasting activities which are the natural 
outgrowth of the courses taught in these subjects. In addi- 
tion, the Department is rendering an educational and com- 
munity service by its participation in the WBZ ‘Listen and 
Learn’ series, which is produced in cooperation with the 
Massachusetts Department of Education and the New Eng- 
land Committee on Radio in Education. This series is de- 
signed for use in the classrooms of the seventh, eighth, and 
ninth grades. Teachers’ handbooks have been prepared to 
assist the teacher in using the material of the broadcasts for 
regular classroom work. Our function is the actual broad- 
casting, with Brookline students taking all the parts in the 
weekly dramatizations. In May and June six broadcasts 
were presented experimentally. Beginning on September 23, 
a new series called ‘Let Freedom Ring,’ with tolerance as its 
central theme, was inaugurated and is continuing for 18 
successive weeks. The programs are used in the classrooms 
of more than 60 Massachusetts communities and in an even 
greater number of communities in Rhode Island, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, and Maine. Over 20,000 children are regular 
listeners in Massachusetts alone. Aside from the prestige 
given the Department by its selection as the broadcasting 
group, the training provided to the students is of incalculable 
value.”’ 


Adult Education 


After many years of continuous service, the Evening School 
program was discontinued in 1941 because of war-time dis- 
locations. In this post-war period, there is a greater need 
for Adult Education than ever before. Changes resulting 
from the major re-adjustment of production for war to the 
production for peace have created an increased demand for 
re-training and up-grading training of workers in many fields. 
The dislocation of homes as men entered the armed forces 
and families moved about the country has created an in- 
creased need for American home and family life education. 
There are many demands upon the citizen to make decisions 
concerning re-adjustment of national life during this recon- 
version period. The development of world organization, in 
our search for stability and peace, calls for a high order of 
understanding. The need for participation in avocational 
activities leading to the further development of mental and 
physical well-being is still with us. Improving the cultural 
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and civic competence of the American people is of increased 
importance if the democratic principles are to endure and the 
urgent problems of the day are to be solved. 

A major step in the redevelopment of the Adult Education 
program was taken in the fall of 1945 when the Brookline 
Forum Inc., under the sponsorship of the School Committee, 
carried out with pronounced success a fall series of six meet- 
ings. In 1946 a spring series of four meetings, and a fall series 
of five meetings were carrried out with increasing success. 
These Forum meetings have attracted an average attendance 
of approximately 1,000. A series of five Forum meetings in 
the spring of 1947 has been announced. 

The next step in the redevelopment of the Adult Education 
program was undertaken in November through the establish- 
ment of courses for adults in the field of Business Education. 
Courses in Beginning and Advanced Typewriting, Beginning 
and Advanced Bookkeeping, Beginning and Advanced Stenog- 
raphy, Office Practice, and Business English were opened 
with a total enrollment of 201. The need for up-grading 
training and re-training in this field will create an unusually 
large demand for several years. Additional types of classes 
will be opened as needs are apparent. A course in Personal 
Income Tax is planned to open in February. 

Additional areas of Adult Education will be developed 
during 1947 as rapidly as needs can be determined and organi- 
zation created to meet these needs.’ Need for courses in 
Homemaking, Home Crafts, and Industrial Arts has been 
verified. Courses in some of these areas are planned to open 
in January and February. Additional areas of instruction 
which may need to be developed include: 


1. Fine Arts including Music, Literature, Art, Public 
Speaking and Dramatics 

2. Natural Sciences including the Physical Sciences, Life 
Sciences, and Mathematics 

3. Humanities including Foreign Languages, Social Studies 
and English 

4. Americanization and Civic Education 

5. Parent Education 

6. Trade Education 


In the redevelopment of the Adult Education program, we 
desire to meet the pressing needs of the community. Every 
effort will be made to avoid duplications of existing educational 
programs available to Brookline citizens. A service can be 
rendered by citizens of the Town if they will record any 
suggestions concerning the Adult Education program with 
Dr. Rexford Souder, Assistant Superintendent of Schools, 
who is in charge of Adult Education. 
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Let’s Look at the Schools 


The local League of Women Voters, whose helpfulness to- 
ward the schools has been evidenced in many ways, conducted 
a Community Night in November in the auditorium of the 
Lincoln School. The subject of the evening was “‘Let’s Look 
at the Schools,” and the purpose was to inform the citizens 
and to encourage a spirit of inquiry. Those attending practi- 
cally filled the auditorium and showed a lively and friendly 
interest in what the schools are doing. 


The meeting was in charge of Mrs. Palmer C. Putnam, 
President of the League, Mrs. Thomas H. Ham and Mrs. 
Reuben L. Lurie, Co-Chairmen of the Education Committee 
of the League. The presiding officer was Dr. Worcester 
Warren, Professor of Education at Boston University. The 
speakers and their subjects were: Mr. Samuel G. Atkinson, 
Education as a Business; Mrs. Robert C. Terry, School Per- 
sonnel; Mr. William F. Young, Jr., The Elementary School; 
and Dr. Robert G. Andree, The High School. 

We need more meetings of this type sponsored by groups 
of public-spirited citizens.

Gentlemen: — In compliance with Section 61 of Chapter 
41, General Laws, I herewith submit to you the fiftieth 
annual report of the Accounting Department. 


During the town’s fiscal year, ending December 31, 1946, 
I have examined the accounts of Albert P. Briggs, the Treas- 
urer, at the close of each month’s business, and have verified 
the cash balance by actual count of the cash and by reconcilia- 
tion of bank balances. I have examined and checked all 
notes, bonds, and coupons paid during the year and have 
-found them properly cancelled. 


I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have 
set forth my findings under schedule “‘C”’ entitled Summary of 
Collector’s Accounts. 


His accounts as Treasurer of the various Trust Funds of the 
town have been examined, the securities checked, and all are 
found to be as reported by him and set forth in Schedules H 
and I. 


I have examined the accounts of the Town Clerk, the 
Librarian of the Public Library and the Superintendent of 
the Gymnasium and Baths, and find them to agree with the 
books of the Treasurer.
